The questioning 
was based on psychological and so­ 
ciological studies and surveys con­ 
ducted in 23 North Carolina counties. 
He also asked Hobgood to remove 
himself from the case.

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Italian kidnapers now turn 
to winning racehorse 


MONTECATfNI, lU ly (A P) - 
Italy's kidnap industry, already rich 
from abductions of people, apparent­ 
ly branched out into hones Saturday 
with the disappearance of an Ameri­ 
can-bred trotter that has won more 
than 9300,060. 
Wayne Eden, a 5-year-old bay, was 
snatched from his stall at the race 
track of this Tuscan spa just hours 
after winning a $154100 purse. A heli­ 
copter and police dogs fanned out 
across Tuscany province in search of 
him. 
Industrialist Piero Giudici. owner 
of Wayne Eden, said his main worry 
was that the horse might be confined 
for some days or given different food 
from what he normally eats. 


“ In that case, be could develop a 
violent colic and die,” said Giudici. 
"If he has been taken away by 
persons who know this business they 
will know how to treat the horse; he 
has to be let free to move.” 
Inform ed sources said the 
presumed kidnapers had not yet 
made contact about possible ransom. 
Giudici said he felt the horse was 
taken by "those who are in this 
business. Otherwise, who would steal 
business. Otherwise, who would steal 
a horse—and a horse of this type.”

State Sen. Ruben Ayala, D-32nd 
Dist.. will seek some amendments to 
the proposed gasoline tax increase 
should the measure pass the As­ 
sembly and be returned to the Senate 
floor. 
He will ask that rapid transit 
programs be deleted from any 
allocations and funds given to local 
governments be used only for con­ 
struction of streets, roads, and 
highways which involve private con­ 
tractors. 
"The purpose of the measure is to 
provide additional jobs,” he said. 
The Chino lawmaker claimed few 
new jobs would be created if local 
government used the funds to main­ 
tain existing roads and highways. 
"This would serve only to maitain 
the employes they have.” 
Ayala also had some reservations 


on the amended MU that would in­ 
crease the tax by two cents per 
gallon. When the measure passed the 
Senate, it called for only a one cent 
boost. 
"On the two cent boost, I will have 
to reconsider that.” he added. Hie 
amendment to two cents was made 
after the bill was passed to the As­ 
sembly. 
The measure proposes to levy the 
additional two cents per gallon for 
five years to provide $1 billion for 
rapid transit and new highways. 
it barely passed the Assembly 
Revenue and Taxation Committe 
Friday with a 7 to 6 vote. The 
measure next goes to the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee where 
another Mg battle is expected. If pas­ 
sed here, it would then go before the 
full Assembly. And before it would 


go to Gov. Edmund Brown for Ms 
signature it must be returned to the 
Senate for approval of amendments. 
Ayala said he discussed the 
proposed tax hike with Brown in a 
meeting Friday. "The governor said 
he» was reluctant to sign such a MU 
and he wasn't sure if he would sign 
it.” he added 
The senator noted strong opposi­ 
tion to aqy new tax increases this 
year "Bnt this is a user’s tax where 
if you don't buy gasoline, you don’t 
pay for it ” 
And what good is it to keep gas­ 
oline prices at the present level if 
people don't have jobs which 
provides money to buy it? he said. 
"Sometimes it takes money to make 
money .” 
Ayala favors the MU having a ex­ 
piration date of possibly two years. 


"If conditions have improved by 
then, we could drop the tax.” 
Senate President Pro Tem James 
Mills, D-San Diego, author of the 
MU, said the two cent hike is needed 
to make up for a sharp drop in 
highway revenues and to avoid losing 
federal matchings fundi for highway 
projects. 
The state ordered a halt July 1 on 
¡^■highway projects because of the 
tight financial situation. The CaUfor- 
nta Department of Transportation 
has announced plans to eliminate 
3.300 jobs. 


Under the proposed measure, the 
new tax would produce $200 million 
annually with the first $100 million to 
used for Mghway purposes only. The 
other $100 million would be split 
between rapid tanait and highways. 


The story of troubled Casa Blanca— it's not a good one 


RIVERSID E (AP) - "Why aU the shootings between 
us and the people here? 
" I guess it’s just the crazy young studs who have a big 
hate for wMte cops,” said a white policeman as he stood 
at the edge of Casa Blanca with a shotgun cocked easily 
oo his right Mp last Thursday. 
"The police are crazy ; they hate us.” said Christina 
Acosta. 21, as she stood, baby in arms, outside her bullet 
splattered home. 
"They were shooting at everything, at nothing,” she ad­ 
ded, pointing to a bullet hole in the window just over her 2- 
mouth-oki son’s crib. 
"After they accidently shot my mother, she went into 
the street to plead with them to stop. But they wouldn’t 
for a long time.” 
Two Riverside policemen and at least four civilians 
were wpunded early Thursday during two confused gun 
battles between officers and an unknown number of 
youths in the predominantly Mexican-American Casa 
Blanca district. A police helicopter and a sheriff’s de­ 
partment plane were disabled during the shooting. 
Hie violence erupted after snipers began shooting at of­ 
ficers who had gone into the neighborhood after a young 
man and woman were attacked by a gang of toughs. 
Police say they believed up to 50 persons were holed up, 
many of them firing weapons, in the tiny Acoeta home. 
Some officers say privately they are deeply bitter that 
two sergeants were Mt during the gun battle that spread 
over a wide area and a few talk privately end guardedly of 


scores to be settled later. 
Mrs. Acosta says no one was in her home but six family 
members, none with a weapon. 
Police recovered a handgun in the area Friday, the day 
after the violence ended. Police CMef Fred Ferguson 
declined to specify just where the weapon was found. 
Ferguson deplores the continuing violence in the 6,000- 
member. basically poor community in southwest River­ 
side. He says police community relations tactics which 
have worked elsewhere in the city have not succeeded in 
Casa Blanca and that renewed violence is a very real pos­ 
sibility 
« 
Seven policemen have been shot in die area in the past 
four years. And Lt. Lee Gren said he believes he and his 
men probably man for man "are the most shot at force in 
the nation.” 
Chief Ferguson says the trouble between police and 
Casa Blanca, which is heavily Mexican-American, goes 
back a quarter century. Attitudes on both sides seem to be 
hardening. 
After Thursday's shootout, residents in interviews con­ 
demned the police for tear gassing them, saying it was an 
unprovoked attack that naturally brought some retalia­ 
tion. 
Many dismissed as irrelevant the stabblag-shootlng- 
abduction that brought police to the area and led to the 
use of tear gas in a nearby cornfield in an attempt to flush 
out snipers. 
They complain that police are unnecessarily aggressive 


m patroung and enforcement and make arrests when 
other solutions would serve as well. 
They say officers often use obscene gestures and call 
them "pendejos.” or dummies. 
Lt. Gren and other police say they are simply enforcing 
the law in an area where many would rather have lawles­ 
sness than what they consider outside meddling in their 
affairs. 
Chief Ferguson says perhaps 50 youths in one gang or 
another are the hard core violence makers. 
"They terrorize the old into going along, and attract the 
young, many of who have dropped out of school and face 
life with no dreams. We can’t crack down really hard 
without physically endangering the 5,560 in Casa Blanca 
who are not involved in violence and lawlessness.” 


Efforts have been made to work out a way to lower ten­ 
sions in Casa Blanca, and a committee including lawmen, 
a judge, clergy and community residents is seeking some 
answers. Thursday’s eruption may make it far more dif­ 
ficult 
Lalo Solano is one member of the group who said he 
tended to Marne both sides before Thursday's shootings. 
"Now? No cops are going to walk on my yard unless I'm 
dead,” he said. "And if I'm one of those who's trying to 
help solve the proMems here, imagine how the others 
fed.” 
Chief Ferguson said, "The answer? I wish I could tell 
you the answer. 1 can’t ”

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LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
The goal in this city’s blade 
ghetto of Watts 10 year* 
after its week of terror is 
to survive — to survive un­ 
employment, 
muggings, 
killings, robbery and the 
ignominy of welfare. 
For Marquette Frye, 
whose arrest for drunken 
driving sparked the 1965 
riots there, the world 
seems to love only junkies 
and policemen. 
In some ways, Frye is a 
symbol of Watts’ despair. 
Little has changed since 
the rio ts, or “ W atts 
revolt” as some there 
prefer. Some conditions 
are worse. Joblessness for 
inner city blacks stands at 
about 20 per cent. It is 
about 9 per cent for the 
rest of California. In 1965 
the rate was about 15 per 
cent. 
Youth gang violence is a 
daily terror. 
Residents tell police they 
worry about their children * 
being shot, their purses 
snatched, their cars stolen, 
their houses stripped of 
furniture. 
Welfare is still a way of 
life. In city housing 
projects in the area more 
than 90 per cent of the resi­ 
dents are on relief. 
There are some changes. 
“We have arrested the 
educational trend that was 
going down, down, down,” 
says a school official. More 
Watts blacks are going to 
college. There are blacks 
in jobs that were not open 
to them 10, even 5, years 
ago. 
There's the $39 million 
M artin L uther King 
Hospital. There are real 
leaders inside the com­ 
munity who get things 
done. 
Los Angeles has a black 
mayor. It is unthinkable to­ 
day that blacks should ride 
in the back of buses, eat at 
separate lunch counters, 
drink at segregated foun­ 
tains, use separate toilets. 
But many blacks say 
they do not glory in having 
or doing what should have 
been theirs in the first 
place as human beings and 
American citizens. 
Another riot? 
No, say residents who 
should know. The lesson of 
1965 is that you can’t win 
against the police and 
National Guard. But these 
same experts add that the 
frustration and sense of 
helplessness may be 
reflected in another way. 
Some point to the youth 


gang violence — blacks 
killing and robbing blacks. 
Frye lives in a modest 
frame house not far from 
the scene of the heaviest 
rioting. 
Through his screen doorj 
he sees children on their 
way home from school who 
may soon be dropouts like 
he had been. He sees gang 
members with their brim­ 
med hats and poorly con­ 
cealed guns who might 
soon be dead. Jobless men 
lounge over parking me­ 
ters. 
He has been arrested 94 
times since the riots ...' 
robbery, assault, disturb-< 
ing the peace. Police, 
harassment, he says. 
He can't get a job. The 
white world — and manyf 
blacks — fear him as a 
troublemaker, “the man 
who started the riot,” he 
says. He does odd jobs now 
under an alias. 
Frye was 21 when he was 
driving home in a 1955 
Buick with his stepbrother, 
Ronnie, after having a cou­ 
ple of drinks. A highway 
patrolman stopped the car. 
It was about 7 p.m., Aug. 
11, 1965. Frye was given a 
sobriety test and then 
taken into custody for in­ 
vestigation of drunken 
driving. 
Frye’s mother appeared] 
on the scene and got into at 
scuffle with police. A 
crowd of 1,000 blacks; 
gathered. Police units* 
arrived. 
The crowd grew surly. 
Bottles and tricks were 
tossed. The lid blew and six; 
days of rioting, looting and 
burning begdn. 
In that week 34 persons! 
died and 940 million worth 
of property was damaged 
or destroyed. The black, 
area has been free of 
violent racial confronta­ 
tion since the riot. 
Watts is a five-square- 
mile community of 150,000 
that is the heart of where 
approxim ately 750,000 
blacks live. When most 
persons say “Watts,” they 
almost always mean the 
entire south-central area. 
For a while after the 
riots, officialdom poured 
millions of emergency 
relief dollars into the black 
community. But as the 
Vietnam war gathered 
steam, money fell off. 
Landmarks to the money 
and effort are sprinkled 
throughout the area — the 
h o sp ita l, a Bank of

Political

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
There were more than 
twice as many political 
terrorist bombings during 
the first six months of this 
year than during all of 
1974, Atty.

Younger said there were 
41 bombings attributed to 
terrorists during the first 
half of 1975 compared to 19 
last year. 
Fourteen of the 1975 
blasts took place during 
the second q u a rte r, 
Younger said. The New 
World Liberation Front 
(NWLKi claimed respon­ 
sibility for seven of those 
bom lungs 
“By its own admission 
the NWLF appears to be 
the moat active terronrt- 
type group in California,” 
Younger said in a press 
release Thursday. 
There was only one in­ 
jury and no deaths from 
terrorist bombings hi the 
year's second quarter, 
Younger said 
Altogether there were 
104 bombing incidents dur­ 
ing 1975 s second quarter. 
Younger 
was 
not 
available for further com­ 
ment on the bombings.

Island is still run with a 
firm, paternalistic hand. 
Nobody is allowed there 
without the owner's per­ 
mission, and permission is 
given only to state health 
and education inspectors, 


former residents and 
som etim es 
former 
residents’ friends. 
The only inhabitants are 
about 2% employes of the 
owners, most of them 
pure-blooded 
Hawaiians 
whose families have lived 
there for generations. 
Niihau (“ Nee-ee-how” ) is 
the last island where 
Hawaiian is the standard 
spoken and written. No 
television. No jails. There 
is almost no contact with 
the outside world. Resi­ 
dents who move away are 


not allowed to live there 
again. 
Niihau is owned by Helen 
Robinson and her two sons, 
descendants of the original 
owners. They don’t discuss 
why they carry <mi the 
family tradition of separa­ 
tion from a changing 
world. But the Robinsons 
are known to be author­ 
ities on Hawaiian culture, 
and people who know them 
say the family wants to 
perpetuate a way of life 
that is rapidly disappear­ 
ing on other islands. 


The Robinsons never 
speak with newsmen, and

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cess of “Sanford and Son" 
and “Chico and the Man" 
did a lot to change the 
thinking of some NBC ex­ 
ecutives, Murray says. 
Among other things, he 
notes, it enabled program­ 
ming chiefs John J. Mc­ 
Mahon and the now- 
departed Terry Keegan to 
push for the new position of 
comedy program director. 
Now part of Murray’s 
job is to encourage comedy 
show creators to bring 
their ideas to NBC before 
going to CBS or ABC. He 
also supervisies the four 
comedies NBC has in pro­ 
duction — “ Sanford,” 
“Chico* ’ and newcomers 
“ F a y ” 
and 
“ The 
Montefuscos.” 
His credentials for the 
job are solid. 
Murray. 33, was a com­ 
edy writer for seven years, 
churning out scripts for 
everything from “ All in the 
F a m i l y ” 
to 
“ Love 
American Style” and “The 
Bill Cosby Show.” He also 
was the story editor on 
“ Bridget Loves Bemie.” 
His father, whom he 
resembles, is comedian 
Jan Murray. 


“I’m a product of com­ 
edy,” he says. “ In my 
house you don’t start a 
sentence unless you can 
end it with a joke.” 
What effect Murray will 
have remains to be seen. 
Although he says he has 
been told by no less an 
NBC official than network 
executive vice president 
Mike Weinblatt that com­ 
edy is NBC’s top pro­ 
gramming priority, there 
are at least a few skeptics. 
A glance at this fall’s 
lineup shows why. NBC is 
offering four comedies. 
ABC has six and CBS has 
12. 
“The only disappoint­ 
m ent in the g e n e ra l 
creative community,” 
veteran writer-producer 
Sam Denoff says when 
asked about Murray, “is 
that NBC (said in the past 
it was making a commit­ 
ment to comedy, but they 
only bought two new shows 
for this fall when they said 
they were going to buy four 
or five.” 


Denoff has no axe to 
grind: He and partner Bill 
Persky are creators and 
executive producers of 
“The Montefuscos,” one of 


the two series NBC picked 
up. 
“ As well intended as 
guys like Warren are — 
and they are,” Denoff con­ 
tinues, “they can only ex­ 
ert so much influence. 
Ultimately, in any com­ 
pany, who exerts the final 
word? The top man, who 
says, ‘I want that’ or ‘I 


don't want that.’” 
Murray says he feels 
confident of that backing 
and is hopeful NBC will 
have as many as eight 
comedies on the air by 
September 1976. And as for 
this season's pilots, he says 
some are strong can­ 
didates for midseason 
replacements.

America branch, a large 
welfare building, a small 
industrial farm. But the 
gpneral feeling today is 
that few dollars filtered 
dj>wn to the man in the 
street. 
There are 180 gangs in 
the Los Angeles area with 
12,000 members, police 
say. That is 50 times the 
number of gangs in 1965 
and, said one officer, 
“They are 100 times as vio­ 
lent ” 
About three-quarters are 
black gangs. Gangs last 
year were involved in 55 
deaths, 943 assaults with a 
deadly weapon, 346 as­ 
saults with intent to com­ 
mit murder, 279 kidnap- 
ings, 22 rapes. 11 fire 
bombings and 105 cases of 
¿hooting at an inhabited 
dwellings, police say. 
* There are many theories 
why the gangs multiplied. 
Poiice Sgt. Ronald Banks, 
president of the Oscar Joel 
Bryant Association of 
Mack police officers, said 
that 10 years after the riot 
parents and teachers can 
offer no further explana­ 
tions or remedies about the 
plight of blacks. 
“So the kids say, ‘Well, 
your riot didn't work and 
your explanation and all 
th«* good things they were 
going to do for us didn't 
work, so we re going to Uve 
(or today,” said Banks. 


There are a few new 
businesses and a few new 
jobs in the south-central 
areas. But hundreds of 
others never returned after 
being burned out in the 
August fires a decade ago. 


“ Most of our clients 
looking (or jobs have to 
travel at least 7 or 10 miles 
just for a job referral,” 
Said Richard Procello, 
manager of the South- 
Central State Service 
Center “This community 
has little or no industrial 
base ” 


As for education, “ My 
overriding impression is 
that we have arrested the 
trend that was going down, 
down, down.” said Deputy 
Schools Supt. Jam es B. 
Taylor, “ I wish I could say 
it was going up. I can’t 
really say that.” 
Watts schools, among 
the oldest in the city, are 
rundown. They lack money 
for programs to improve 
reading and math skills, 
which are about 20 points 
off the national norm — 
though slightly improved 
since 1965 
The biggest success 
since the “Watts revolt" 
has been Ted Watkins, 50, 
barrel-chested director of 
the Watts Labor Com­ 
munity Action Committee 
(WLCAC). He started it on 
$10 six months before the 
riots. 
It is a $30 million 
cooperative today, with 
more than 1,000 regular 
employes running a cattle 
ranch, apartments, con­ 
dominiums, senior citizens 
centers, restaurants, gas 
stations and stores. 
Watkins's goal is to ease 
some of the poverty of 
Watts. He specializes in 
hiring and training hard-to- 
reach teenagers and young 
adults, many with c ri­ 
minal records. 
Though WLCAC gets 
funds lrom the Ford Foun­ 
dation and federal, state 
and local governments, 
most of the operations are 
self-sustaining. 
Watkins 
draws a $35.000 annual 
salary and lives in the 
heart of Watts. 


Some Watts residents 
affections!ly call him “the 
godfather.” 
“Watts ie in far worse 
shape today than it was 10 
y e a r s ago when we 
started,” he said. “ What 
would it be here la Watts 
today if WLCAC and oth­ 
ers like us were not here? 
The answer is disaster.”

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New jobs ^ 
for summer 
iri forest

Summer jobs for teen-age girls are 
usually limited to babysitting, house 
cleaning or working as a clerk in a 
variety store. 
But 28 girls from Los Angeles 
County are doing a man-sized job in 
the Angeles National Foredt — and 
tfrgy are performing quite well. 
Employed through the Youth 
Conservation Corp., they use rakes, * 
hoes, saws and hammers to clear 
brush, prune trees, make fire breaks 
add develop picnic grounds. 
¿They reside Monday through Fri­ 
day at the U.S. Forest Service’s Tan- 
bark Flats camp six miles north of 
San Dimas. They spend their 
weekends at home. 
This is the first time for an all-girl 
enrollment in the eight-week 
program. Previously, only boys were 
eligible to participate. 
And how well are the girls doing? 
“The young ladies alé just at able to 
do the work as t^e men,” said 
George Morgan, corps coordinator 
and U.S. Forest Service counselor. 
*We have given them the same 
projects as the boys, god even added 
a-few. It’s not always the strength 
that counts, but thefechnique." He 
dted the use of an ike as an exam­ 
ple. “Unless you know how, you can 
sp$nd all day chopping down a tree.’’ 
Despite the long, hot days they 
spend on the job, only two girls have 
dropped from the program. And this 
was because their parents wanted 
them home to babysit, said Morgan. 
Of die 28 girls assigned to the 
camp, four are from Pomona, three 
from Hacienda Heights, two from 
Glendora and one from Rowland 
Heights. Others are from such Com­ 
munities as Azusa, Covina» Bell 
Gardens, Baldwin P a r| and 
Jientebello. 
t 
If anyone had cause to drop frOm 
the program, it was Jacqueline 
Bowie. 2288 Farringdoof Ave., 
llamona, who graduated last Jjlse 
from Ganesha High School.3 
She was bitten by a snake of Un­ 
determined species as she was work- 
in* on a fish accelerator. The inci- 
dent did have a bright spot as she 
was taken by helicopter to the 
Methodist Hospital in Arcadia. 
Doctors washed the bite wounds 
for two hours and later released her 
When there was no reaction.

Shi reported giving the siu^e a 
“brain concussion’’ when she swung 
at ¿ with her fist. 
Although she didn’t enjoy bping 
bitten by a snake, she did like the ex­ 
perience of riding In a helicopter. 
For Miss Bowie, this may be the 
start of her career in thq U.S. Forest 
Service. She plans to atténd Mt. San 
Aflftnnio College and later apply for a 
forest service position. “I enjoy the 
outdoors," she declared. 
Yvonne Blandón, 2232 Canterbury 
St.. Pomona, a junior at Ganesha 
High School, also enjoys the work but 
still prefers being an airline hostess. 
“The work isn't hard and the people 
aro real nice, but I wouldn’t want to 
dWlbis for a living." 
She reported her boyfriend, 
however, doesn't like the program 
since she is gone all week. 
Cícily Chavers, 743 Val Vista St.. 
Pomona, also a junior at Ganesha 
High School, enjoys the outdoors 
work but prefers working with peo­ 
ple, She is majoring in sociology. 
‘T used to camp as a child, but this 
is the first tjme to work in a forest. 
This is a good experience."

Three years

of development 
plans dropped

The Pomona City Condi Monday 
night is expected to end its contract 
with the Pomona Development Co. * 
for redevelopment of the northwest 
corner of Garey Avenue and Mission 
Boulevard. 
Although considered to be roe of 
the city’s prime locations, Monday’s 
action will end hhnost throe years of 
development efforts — years that at 
times promised much, but ended in 
futility. 
The reasons for that futility are 
both many and varied, blit officials 
of the development company say the 
key problem waa downtown Pomona 
Itself. 
It just wasn’t possible to secure a 
large financial commitment hi a 
generally depressed location — es­ 
pecially during a period of economic 
recession. 
“The real problem is the degenera­ 
tion of the downtown area, the lack 
of activity. It simply causes poten­ 
tia l investors to lose th eir 
enthusiasm,’’ said Kurt Meyer, a Los 
Angeles architect and partner in 
Pomona Development Co. 
Meyer said it was a tour of the 
downtown area that caused United 
California Bank officials to withdraw 
their commitment to the original six- 
story bank and office structure plan­ 
ned for the site, coupled with a 
change in management that 
diminished the bank's urge for 
growth. 
The withdrawal of the bank left the 
development company sitting on 
more than 8100,000 in useless 
building plans, and a very big 
problem — how to meet the com­ 
pany's contractual commitment with 
the city for a total of at least $3 
million in building improvements at 
the site. 
Although Pomona Development 
Co. was unable to find an answer to 
that problem, or at least one that the 
City Council could accept, one major 
development was brought to fruition 
by the company when the Bank of 
California building was constructed 
and opened at the corner of Mission 
Boulevard and Main Street. 
In retrospect that development 
was both a success and harbinger of 
the problems that were discovered 
when the company tried to find an 
occupant for the proposed structures 
to the east, 
The company, as an investment, 
tied 7,000 square feet of office space 
to the Bank of California building — 
space that has never been leased 
despite substantial drops in the ask­ 
ing price 
Coupled with the continuing 
vacancy problems in the huge 
Speidel Building on Park Avenue and 
Fourth Street, and other vacant of­ 
fice space in the downtown area, it 
all added up to a serious surplus 
without the addition of a six-story 
structure.

The entire property that the com­ 
pany has attempted to develop Is 
bounded by Garey Avenue, Minion 
Boulevard, Fourth Street and Main 
Street. 
The city purchased the property, 
formerly occupied by the old cRy 
hall, post office (still standing), and 
a number of small businesses, 
through the sale of $1 million in 
bonds. 
The city then gave the property to 
Pomona Development Co. for 82frith 
the contractual stipulation that 88 
million in developments be erected, 
83 million in the first phase and |8 
million in a second phase. 
The added tax revenues, oT tax 
crements, collected wheU 
property was developed was to pay 
off the bonds and interest. 
While the tax increments are now 
short of the projections given at the 
time the bonds were sold, city of­ 
ficials report there is no immediate 
problem in meeting the bond interest 
payments. 
The city can, in fact, afford to 
wait, said City Administrator 
Jerrold Go nee. 
That is apparently now the feeling 
of the City Council. 
Last Monday the council rejected 
the development company’s proposal 
for a one-storv bank building at Mis­ 
sion and Garey, and rehabilitation of 
the old post office for use as a 
specialty restaurant. 
The four council members at­ 
tending that meeting all staled that 
such a development was too small 
for a “prime location." 
According to Gonce, the council 
now has two options: leave the 
property as is and wait, or invest as 
much as $150,000 to have the existing 
buildings on the site demolished — 
making the property more attractive 
to a potential developer. 
Gonce endorsed the council’s ac­ 
tion in denying the development 
company's final proposal, stating 
that “the value of the property 
merits more than a minimal 
development." 
“The council did what had to be 
done to insure a major developmet," 
he said. 
With the ending of the develop­ 
ment company’s contract, the city is 
expected to reclaim the undeveloped 
portions of the land in the near 
future. 
The only major issue remaining at 
that point will be whether the 
development company seeks reim­ 
bursement for money spent con­ 
structing storm drainage on the 
property and the demolition of MRie 
of the structures that formerly stood 
on toe site.

Good news for 
all Pomonans 


The hassle between the police association and the 
city over wages appears to be over. It should be. 
Frankly, the conflict has gone on too long. 
We can understand the policemen wanting parity 
with the firemen, but we cannot understand the 
withholding of services, particularly when they are 
so vital to the welfare of the city. 
We can understand the necessity of the city ad­ 
ministration standing fast on their offer to the 
policemen in order to keep taxes down. Pay for 
Pomona policemen is good, perhaps even excellent 
in contrast with other law enforcement agencies in 
cities of comparable size. 
We can understand the administration s desire to 
rectify what it claims to be a mistake of previous 
administrations in contract negotiations with 
firemen. 
One thing is imperative. The employes cannot run 
the city. That job belongs to elected officials and 
their appointed representatives. 
We applaud the decision of the police association 
to close ranks with the administration and get on 
with the business of providing the best possible 
protection to the citizenry of Pomona. This is good 
news for everybody in Pomona. 


Possible gadfly in 
State's ointment 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger’s trouoies in 
the Mid-east and Moscow may pale into in­ 
significance in comparison with the confrontations 
he may face at home in the State Department this 
coming year. 
The reason: John Hemenway has just been 
elected president of the American Foreign Service 
* Association. State’s 7.400 member trade union whose 
rolls include most senior and junior foreign service 
officers. To our knowledge, this is the first time this 
staid body has elected a gadfly. Most AFSA presi­ 
dents have been "proper” men who conform to the 
State Department's hierarchy. 
Because charges of fraud had been made after 
the 1073 AFSA elections, the Department of Labor 
supervised the voting. 
Hemenway was fired by the State Department in 
I960 after making charges of malfeasance in the 
agency. Powerful senators, including William 
Proxmire (D-Wisc.) and Henry M Jackson (D- 
Wash.l, intervened in his behalf 
Following stormy sessions, the Grievance Hear­ 
ing Committee sitting in his case recommended 
that he be reinstated, promoted, his legal fees paid, 
that he receive an apology, that letters of retraction 
be sent those who bad been officially misinformed 
about him and that his record be expunged of un­ 
truthful and derogatory material. Except for the let­ 
ter of apology and the payment of Hemenway's 
legal fees, the Department ignored all recommen- 
. dations of its own grievance board, 
v 
Hemenway then moved to the Pentagon. Again he 
* was fired, this time after insisting on his right to 
' testify against Kissinger, Elliot Richardson and 
1 other high-level officials. 
Hemenway over the years has repeatedly 
testified before the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee. 
He has called Kissinger unfit to bold office, 
challenging his professional judgment, his ad­ 
ministrative ability, his selection of officials and 
his foreign policy. 
In other testimony before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Com mi tee he has charged that high level 
foreign service assignments have been used as pay­ 
offs, that there is an almost incredible state of cor­ 
ruption, maladministration and wheeling and deal­ 
ing in State personnel operations He has charged 
that foreign service officers have been promoted or 
entered laterally in direct violation of regulations. 
He has claimed that at least one officer was 
promoted without felony charges against him being 
investigated 
Hemenway did all this as a private citizen, not as 
a union official As head of the AFSA union you can 
expect Hemenway to regularly challenge new am­ 
bassadorial and other Presidential level appoint­ 
ments in the foreign service, as well as lower level 
promotions, and refusals to promote You can ex­ 
pect him to urge Congress to create a tough new 
grievance system for the Department of State, the 
Agency for International Development and the U.S. 
Information Agency. The present system recently 
went down the dram when all seven of the highly- 
qualified public members of the foreign service 
grievance board resigned in protest 
Hemenway will be hitting Kissinger in his soft un­ 
derbelly, for the secretary has never Uken to ad­ 
ministration or personnel problems He has, in the 
last number of years, been extremely suspicious of 
anv person who disagreed with him or opposed his 
policies He is noted as a loner, who relies on his 
own analyses As a rule he pays little attention to 
the advice of subordinates He is. as a matter of 
fact, extremely poor at picking assistants and 
worse at handling them 
It may be that Kissinger, sensitive to the point of 
agony, may not be able to stand up to Hemenway’s 
attack for more than a year or so 
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The public forum 
More police justified 


Dear Editor: 
What has happened to the integrity 
of our city government? The dty ad­ 
ministrator’s office headed by 
Jerrold Gonce seems to typify 
hypocrisy and double standards in 
government. 
Though Gonce gives the impres­ 
sion of trying to save money for the 
city by cutting costs to a bare 
minimum I question the sincerity of 
his motives According to the 1975-76 
Program Budget for the city of 
Pomona (proposed), the ad­ 
ministrator proposed an increase in 
the numb»* of personnel for his own 


department while at the same time 
he proposed reductions in the 
number of personnel desired by the 
Police Department 
It is a widely accepted fact that 
crime is on the increase in Pomona 
thus one could logically justify an in­ 
crease in police personnel to deal 
with it.

What good is the city ad­ 
ministrator's office if it is not 
responsive to the real needs of the 
city of Pomona and is only a self- 
perpetuating organization. 
Pomona could save 1280,000 a year 
by elim inating the city ad­ 
ministrator’s department Presently 
this money spent is a waste.

What the CIA needs now 


WASHINGTON - The Central 
Intelligence Agency may come out of 
its penitent period with its powers 
and privileges still intact. 
The calls for reform have 
produced more promises than 
dianges Abuses have been halted, 
but the causes have gone un­ 
corrected 
All the while, the CIA has been sl­ 
ipping back into the shadows. The 
scandal-weary public is tiring of sor­ 
did spy stories The investigations on 
Capitol Hill are running out of 
steam. 
Sensing that the worst is over. CIA 
chief William Colby is trying to put 
the lid back on. President Ford has 
joined him in warning that the in­ 
vestigations could impair the collec­ 
tion of vital intelligence. 
Colby contends that the chastened 
spy agency won t again over-reach 
its legal limits There is nothing 
wrong with the CIA, be insists, that 
the right indoctrination and dis­ 
cipline can’t cure. Once the 
authorities on high define the agen­ 
cy’s mission with a little more 
clarity and lay down the dictum that 
abuses won t be tolerated, promises 
Colby, the CIA can be counted upon 
to operate within constitutional con­ 
straints 
I have talked to Colby and I am 
sure he means this In my opinion, he 
will work within the CIA to make it a 
better, more responsible agency 
Yet it was only 14 years ago that 
the CIA went through another up­ 
heaval. The blunder of all CIA 
blunders was the Bay of Pigs inva­ 
sion President Kennedy was so 
angry after the fiasco that he 
threatened "to splinter the CIA in a 
thousand pieces and scatter it to the 
winds " 
Instead, he confronted the CIA s 
civilian watchdogs * Something is 
gravely wrong inside the CIA and 1 
intend to find out what it is," he 
proclaimed "1 cannot afford another 
Bay of Pigs * 
He personally attended many of 
the civilian advisory board s secret 


sessions and helped to fashion 
reforms that were imposed upon the 
CIA He charged his brother, Robert, 
with the responsibility to see that the 
reforms were put into effect. The 
younger Kennedy shook up the 
agency from top to bottom 
Yet throughout the very throes of 
these reforms, the CIA used the 
Mafia to make several attempts on 
the life of Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro And the worst excesses of 
the CIA. including the illegal spying 
twi American citizens, occurred dur­ 
ing the next 10 years. 
Now the Rockefeller Commission 
is prepared once again to rely on a 
"strengthened ’ civilian advisory 
board to make the CIA behave. The 
Rockefeller re'ormers would grant 
the board full powers for "assessing 
the quality of foreign intelligence 
collection." 
There is something dismayingly 
familiar about this Back in 1961. the 
board was reformed with powers, ac­ 
cording to the old charter, to "con­ 
duct a continuing review and assess­ 
ment of foreign intelligence ac­ 
tivities." 
In other words, the board has 
always had the powers Nelson 
Rockefeller so piously would now 
bestow upon it He should be aware 
of this, since he has served on the 
board He should also be familiar 
with its history of acquiesence to the 
CIA 
Periodically. CIA officials have 
been called before the board of 
questioning The sessions have 
always been sober but sympathetic, 
with the sodality that characterizes 
gentlemen who share grave secrets 
Participants have assured us that 
they have often pressed reforms 
upon the CIA But apparently, these 
have been more structural than sub­ 
stantive The CIA official! always 
listen solemnly to their civilian ad­ 
visers Thereafter the officials call 
meetings, issue directive«, move the 
furniture around and otherwise 
create the impression that changes 
will be made And then they quietly 
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return to their same old routines. 
The cozy relationship between the 
watchdogs and the watchees is ex­ 
emplified by the board's executive 
secretary. Wheaton Byers. My as­ 
sociate. Jim Grady, asked him for 
the phone numbers of board 
members so we could solicit their 
comments 
Byers indignantly refused, saying 
we wrote a "scurrilous" column that 
printed classified information. 
Evidently, he considered the phone 
numbers of the members classified, 
since he refused to give them out. We 
reached several of them anyway; 
with rare exception, we found them 
as protective as Byers toward the 
CIA 
This seems to be the attitude of 
everyone close to the CIA. They 
agree with Colby who wants to make 
it a crime for newsmen to publish 
classified information. The legisla­ 
tion he has in mind, of course, would 
authorize the DA director to deter­ 
mine what should be classified. 
This would give the nation's spy 
chief total censorship power over all 
news that comes out of the DA. As 
his way of reform, in other words, he 
would put the emphasis not on cor­ 
recting CIA abuses but on keeping 
them out of the newspapers. 
Certainly he can argue that the 
DA would not be under fire today if 
he had already possessed this ex­ 
traordinary power. The abuses 
would have gone unpublished, un- 
investigated and, therefore, un­ 
corrected 
The Rockefeller Commission, if it 
isn't willing to go quite as far as Col­ 
by comes perilously dose The com­ 
mission wants to make it a "criminal 
offense for employes or former 
employes of the CIA willfully to 
divulge to any Unauthorized person 
classified information pertaining to 
foreign intelligence or die collection 
thereof obtained during the course of 
their employment " 
U the DA is to regain the trust of 
the people, it must allow more not 
less light on its activities. No other 
nation has been as successful as the 
I nited States in maintaining a free 
society 
It requires a powerful 
spotlight to expose the abuses that 
threaten our freedom 
Footnote The Rockefeller Com­ 
mission has also come out, four 
square, against domestic spying But 
the recommeodatioe leaves a handy 
loophole which permits a little 
benign spying if there should be "a 
dear danger to Agency facilities, 
operations or personnel " Of course, 
this was precisely the ratiooale used 
by the CIA to begin its illegal 
domestic spying in the first place, 
What the CIA needs dearly, is a 
tough new charter spelling out the 
rights and wrongs of intelligence 
operations

Can students learn 
more on own? 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - One of my sons, finishing 
his freshman year in high school in June, was talked into 
taking a summer science seminar 
The county-run six-week course had the students in the 
countryside for 17 of the 30-day session 
The 36 students divided into six teams; water 
chemistry, insects, botany, geology, etc. Each team 
developed its own research methods, evolved its own 
statistics, decided its own hypotheses and came up with 
its own proofs and conclusions They wrote 40 and 50 page 
reports on which their grades depended. 
On a recent backpacking trip, as my son and I walked 
along, he could hardly talk of anything except this type of 
tree and that, why it grew where it did and when, this 
rock outcropping, that type of soil. He would stop 
repeatedly and lecture me on one aspects or another of 
geology-natureforestry-water composition.—until we had 
to hustle on in an attempt to catch up with our fellow 
campers. 
Now this son is no grind It is not usual practice to go on 
for hours enthusiastically about school subjects, but he 
does about this one. 
I took several hours off from work the other day to at­ 
tend the "graduation session" of this group 
Each team gave its report, served sassafrass, sumac 
and other wilderness survival teas. Before and after the 
talks we milled around Every time I asked a question I 
was approached by enthusiastic teen-aged men and 
women filled with what they'd been doing 
And this was school. My son had hated biology in the 
usual classroom course he'd taken last winter. 
The seminar instructor was as happy as his students. 
But he and I worried the course could spoil school for 
these youngsters next fall and winter. "I didn't have a 
course that gave me this challenge and chance for ex­ 
perimenting with concepts I developed myself until I was 
graduate student in college." he said 
The sermon here is obvious, i know ot students who. on 
their own, win gold medals for individual work in nature 
and ecology, who develope experiments and carry them 
through and spend months of their time studying insects, 
wildlife, soil and water conservation, forests and geology. 
But they barely pass standard modern science courses as 
taught in today’s schools. 
In my youth we called this standard classroom ap­ 
proach "cookbook chemistry." You followed the instruc­ 
tions precisely, got the results the book hinted at, wrote 
down on exams the answers the book or teacher said to 
memorize. If you did, you received an A. If you weren’t 
willing to do this, you got a C — if the teacher was kind 
Now I’ve read the new science books and watched the 
new science teachers in action. I know the new coocepts 
are supposed to challenge students and bring out their in­ 
itiative. This sometimes happens, but my experience is 
that it does not happen very often. 
Science courses aren’t the only bummers Go down the 
list. . . foreign languages. English, social sciences. I’ve 
sat in on classes humming with debate, curiosity and 
enthusiasm. But they are not the rule 
We still tend to think of our children as little bottles into 
which we will pour useful knowledge We forget they have 
brains. 
My son has heard about a six-week archeology seminar 
being given next summer. He can't wait. 
But he dreads the next eight and a half months of 
school.

The nursing 
home policy claims to offer much protection, but 1 
notice a paragraph in small print that says this 
nursing home policy will not cover me in a nursing 
home unless Medicare is also covering me. What 
happens if Medicare does not cover me? Mrs. S.M. 


Answer: You have purchased a policy that could 
very well be worthless. Unfortunately, most nurs­ 
ing home policies from private insurance com­ 
panies will not cover you unless Medicare covers 
you. and the sad fact is that most Senior Citizens 
who must go to a nursing home do not meet the 
requirements for Medicare coverage, and those 
who do rarely receive the 100 days of protection 
that the H.E.W. handbook mentions. Stick with a 
nursing home policy that will cover you whether 
Medicare does or not, if you can find one.

DEAR R.R : Aspirin has killed a lot of cats and. unfor­ 
tunately, it will kill many more it can be said of any 
poison that it is safe “if you don’t give too much 
The 
temptation to use aspirin for arthritis in cats as well as 
other species is high because of its effectiveness Unfor­ 
tunately. the margin between a safe dose of aspirin in a 
cat and a lethal dose is very small and variable. 
Therefore, aspirin should NEVER be used in a cat unless 
that cat’s own doctor prescribes and carefully monitors 
its use. 


DEAR DR MILLER: Is it okay for an iguana to have 
very long, sharp toenails? If it isn’t, should the nails be 
cut? If they are cut, how do you do it? Will an iguana let 
you do it if it ever needs doing? If they don t let you do it 
and it needs doing, can you do it anyway? — J. W. 


DEAR J. W. . Iguanas can, do, should have long nails, 
yet not TOO long They are kept worn to a reasonable 
length in the wild Caged pet specimens should probably 
procure pedicure assistance occasionally. Because ig­ 
uanas can scratch, bite or even (with the bigg«* 
specimen) land a solid blow with its tail, nail nipping (the 
tips only, to prevent bleeding) can best he done with help. 


DEAR DR. MILLER How long do you have to wait for 
puppies to grow out of a bad habit? —S. H. 


DEAR S. H.: Ail too frequently a lifetime , Maturity 
may make a difference sometimes: For example, the un- 
housebroken puppy may eventually houaebreak itself. Or 
the puppy who has preferred hands to chew on may finally 
decide on its own to chew on more substantia! objects. 
Possibly even the ones it is supposed to be chewing on. 
But it is a mistake to shrug off undesirable young dog 
habits on the assumption that time will solve the 
problems for you 
\ 
Time usually works against you in that the longer these 
habits are allowed to continue the more firmly es­ 
tablished and more difficult they become to eliminate. If 
the young puppy is provided with suitable alternate 
behavior, appropriate sjbetitut* chewables, a regular 
time schedule of feeding and exercise to aid in regulating 
eliminations, early and gradual exposure to training and 
the equipment related to it, there will, with maturity, be 
comparatively few problems to cope with.

DEAR DR LAMB - What would 
cause a person to have a different 
blood pressure reading in one arm 
from the other? In fact, the last time 
it was difficult to obtain a blood pres­ 
sure reading in my left arm at all. 
This condition has existed for 17 
years already. I am 64 years old and 
have high blood pressure, last 
reading in my right arm was 1IN) over 
94. I am 5 feet 6 inches tall, weight 
138 pounds 
DEAR READER - One of the 
most common causes is a variation 
in the location of the artery in the 
arm. Then when the pressure is 
taken the examiner has difficulty in 
finding the right place to pick up the 
sounds. 
Beyond that you can have sudden 
fluctuations in blood pressure. I am 
surprised bow many people do not 
appreciate that blood pressure res­ 
ponds as a reflex. The pressure won’t 
change as quick as you get a knee 
jerk from tapping the knee or as the 
eye blinks, but it isn’t too much sl­ 
ower. Reflexes can shut down small 
blood vessels almost as fast, and the 
pressure rises at once, or the vessels 
open and the pressure falls at once. 
Then there is the possibility of an 
obstruction to the artery supplying

your left arm. This can occur from a 
birth defect (a variant of coarction 
of the aorta). The artery to the left 
arm comes directly off the main 
artery (aortic arch) from the heart. 
When the arch is constricted Just 
before the origin of that artery, you 
may have high blood pressure in your 
right arm and low blood pressure in 
the left arm. The reverse of this (toes 
not occur (low pressure in the right 
arm and high in the left arm). 


This particular birth defect is as­ 
sociated with the point where an 
arterial shunt exists between the 
pulmonary and aortic arteries during 
fetal life. The artery normally shunts 
blood around the lungs, because the 
fetus isn't using the lungs. It closes 
at birth, but the point of its attach­ 
ment to the aorta may result in a 
constriction in a few cases.

deposits. You would be more prone to 
this problem because of high blood 
pressure. However, 17 years ago at 
age 47 you would be most unlikely to 
have that problem. Women are not 
prone to fatty-cholesterol deposits at 
that age unless they already have a 
serious medical problem such as 
high blood pressure, diabetes, or 
kidney disease. This leads me to 
think your problem Is either in dif­ 
ficulty in the technique of taking 
your pressure or a mild birth defect. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - What is 
Klmmelsteil-Wilson disease and 
what causes it? 
DEAR READER - It is a com­ 
plication of diabetes. In some 
diabetics the filtering part of the 
kidney becomes damaged leading to 
serious disturbance in kidney func­ 
tion The involved kidneys often lose 
the blood protein albumin, and 
various tests demonstrate the kidney 
damage. 
Keep in mind that diabetes affects 
many parts of the body, including the 
blood vessels to the heart, brain, legs 
and throughout the body. It also af­ 
fects the eves and kidneys and even 
the nerve cells No wonder diabetes 
can cause so many varied symp­ 
toms.

Associated Press analysis

NEW YORK (AP) - 
One year and one recession 
after taking over the White 
House, President Gerald. 
R. Ford has brought a 
more consistent, open and 
probusiness approach to 
national economic policies. 
Because of the time it 
takes even presidents to af- 
fe c t 
the 
ec onom y, 
however, economists are 
divided on the central 
question of whether Ford’s 
policies will lead to new 
economic growth without 
rampant inflation or unac­ 
ceptable unemployment. 
Since Ford took office 
Aug. 9, 1974 the inflation 
rate has dropped from 13 
per cent to 9.0 per cent — 
hardly enough in the minds 
of most people — while un­ 
employment has risen 
from 5.3 per cent of the 
labor force to 8.4 per cent. 
Through June the 
nation's total output in 
goods and services dropped 
6 per cent from the 
previous year while in­ 
dustrial production was off 
12.6 per cent. 


Looking back at Ford’s 
first year in'office, some 
economists praise his ef­ 
forts to slow government 
spending, 
deregulate 
business and take on infla­ 
tion, while others say he 
worsened the recession, ig­ 
nores the unemployed, and 
has failed to enact an 
energy policy. 
Critics like Walter 
Heller, economic adviser 
to two Democratic ad­ 
ministrations, says Ford’s 
fear of inflation is costing 
the country billions of dol­ 
lars of lost output. 
E conom ists, whose 
views tend to reflect their 
constituencies, agree on 
one thing, however: Ford 
is more consistently con­ 
servative and interested in 
e c o n o m ic s than his 
predecessor, Richard M. 
Nixon. 
“ Ford’s policies are 
clearer and in that sense 
cleaner than Nixon’s.’’ 
says AFL-CIO economist 
Nat Goldfinger, who nev­ 
ertheless feels both men. 
favor big businesses and 


big banks. 
“Nixon just went glassy- 
eyed on economics.” says 
Heller. “Ford has been 
willing to listen to other 
points of view.” 
Willing to listen, Heller 
continues, doesn’t mean 
Ford has taken advice, and 
in general econom ists 
believe Ford is more 
ideologically in favor of 
business and private 
enterprise than was Nixon, 
who imposed wage-price 
controls. 
“The needs of business 
now are at least getting 
som e 
a tten tio n 
in 
Washington,” though more 
needs to be done, says 
Norma Pace, vice presi­ 
dent of the American 
Paper Institute. Ford’s ef­ 
forts to deshackle business 
from government regula­ 
tion are particularly ap­ 
plauded by industry. 
Ford, says Otto Eckstein 
of 
B o s t o n ’s 
Data 
Resources Inc., “ is a 
believer in markets. 
“So far he looks to be 
resisting the temptation to 


fine tune the economy for 
election day, as Nixon 
did.” 
University of Chicago’s 
Milton Friedman, who 
believes the Federal 
Reserve Board has more 
power over the economy 
than any President, never­ 
theless says Ford “has per­ 
formed very well. 
“There’s no doubt that» 
he has encouraged an at­ 
mosphere of greater un­ 
derstanding of free 
e n te r p r is e 
in 
the 
maintenance of a free and 
productive 
society,” 
Friedman says.

Karen Hirayama, 1955 Arthur Ave., who graduated last 
June from Ganesha High School and plans to enroll at 
USC with a chemistry major, said she applied for the 
position because she needed a summer job and thought 
this would be interesting. 
“The worst job is the plantation where you clear out 
weeds and prune trees,“ she added. “The best part is 
washing dishes.” 
Camp activities begin at 6 a.m. when the girls are 
awaken. They clean their barracks, eat breakfast and 
then assigned to their duties. 
Tim girls leave camp at 9 a.m. to perform such tasks as 
thinning and pruning trees, constructing accelerators to 
provide oxygen for fish, building nature trails, clearing 
fire trails, and developing picnic grounds. 
The crews return to camp at 5 p.m. After dinner, they 
are free to write tetters, work on Smokey the Bear wall 
plaques, play ping-pong or attend a gourmet cooking class 
taught by a male cook. 
Sometimes, young firefighters from the Dalton Station 
six miles away will drive over to the camp, said Morgan. 
They will visit and sometimes dance. 
The camp has a seven-member staff. This includes 
three work leaders, an environmental education 
specialist who teaches the girls, a counselor, cook and 
superintendent. 
The program began July 7 and will end Aug. 29. Each 
girl will be paid $360 for the session, plus room and board. 
More than 1,000 girls had applied for the jobs, with 
school counselors and Neighborhood Youth Corps reduc­ 
ing this to 450. The U.S. Forest Service made the final 
selection. 
The girls .were chosen on the basis of sincerity, ability 


to get along with other people, ability to handle discipline 
and ability to grow from this type of experience, said 
Morgan. 
Cost of the program is estimated at 160.000. which in­ 
cludes salaries, transportation and board and room 
Morgan hopes to get sufficient funds to operate two 
camp sessions next year — one for boys and one for girls. 
The camp program received support from Rep. Jim 
Llovd, D-35th Dist., who toured the facility last week. “I 
think we should check and see if there are more funds 
available for the program. This is a good program to 
have. “ 
Lloyd said such a work experience can have a lasting ef­ 
fect of its participants. Besides learning about the en­ 
vironment, the girls will make friends who will last for a 
lifetime, he added. 
“I can’t speak highly enough for the program. It 
a 
wonderful way to get young people into a nature setting.”

If you ask Walter 
Byers, the body’s ex­ 
ecutive director, it ac­ 
complished huge savings, 
perhaps as much as $15 
million for schools In Divi­ 
sions I and Q. 
If you ask Dr. Stephen 
Horn, president of Long 
Beach State, it was not 
nearly as successful as it 
could have and should have 
been. 
Byers used the $19 
million figure—he called it 
a “ guestimate” —based 
only on the reductions in 
the values of grants and sl­ 
ashes in staff size. “When 
you add the savings from 
the recruiting measures 
and squad sises we’ve 
adopted, that figure in­ 
creases,’’ he said. 
But D r. H orn w as 
somewhat disappointed 
over the convention's 
refusal to cut quita so fair 
as he would have liked. His 
proposal that Division I 
football grants be pr ogres 
sivley slashed from the 
current 166 to 69 by Sept. 1, 
1978, was soundly de­ 
fe a te d .

Dodgers, and William 
Julius “Judy” Johnson, 
considered one of the finest 
third basemen in Negro 
baseball. 
Kiner, who finished an 
injury shortened 10-year 
career with 369 home runs, 
narrowly was elected in his 
15th and final year of 
eligibility.

Sbe stopped eating a 
week after our announce­ 
ment — at first, she just 
cut down and we felt that 
would be a good thing since 
she was a little overweight 
anyhow. Now, we can’t 
make her eat. She's been in 
the hospital twice and she 
looks as if she just came 
out of a concentration 
camp. It's frightening but 
she says she can't eat and 
isn’t hungry. — S.M. 
Dear S.M.: The problem 
you describe can be ex­ 
tremely serious, a s . you 
m u st k n o w , if you r 
daughter has had to be 
hospitalized. She probably 
is suffering from what doc­ 
tors call anorexia nervosa, 
a kind of self-starvation 
that can be fatal. Studies 
reveal that most patients 
with this disorder are 
adolescent girls who use a 
denial of food to try to gain

Happy Birthday. Pomona. You are now 100 years old 
You have quite a heritage to live up to. After all. you 
are named for a famous woman — the Roman goddess of 
fruit.

You were conceived in the hearts of Spanish pioneers 
who settled in this fertile valley of rich soil fed by water 
nowing from the magestic mountains to your north 
After your birth, you were tenderly nurtured by pioneer 
families from all over the work! who brought with them 
♦he skills needed to develop you into a progressive, 
cultured and rich young lady. 
itome of these early settlers were teachers, merchants, 
bankers, agriculturalists or ministers. Each used his 
talent to enrich your life. 
But life hasn't been, all orange blossoms and strolls in 
the lush parks. 
Wars took your young men. Floods roared down from 
the mountain canyons to destroy your roads and bridges 
Droughts and freezes wiped out the citrus crops. 
You shared the several depressions which faced the 
rest of the nation, plus a few economic problems uniquely 
your own.

The statue of the Qoddeee of Pomona wet commissioned by 
the Rev. Charles F. Loop qt a coat of $0,800. It is on display at 
the Pomona Public Library. 


In a community-wide contest in 
1*75. resident« were urged to select a 
name for the city 
A nurseryman. Solomon Gates, 
subm itted the winning name. 
Pomona, after the Roman goddess of 
fruit. He selected the name because 
it represented the citrus industry 
Which was already a part of the com­ 
munity’s economy. 
Shortly after that, the Rev 
Charles F Utop commissioned a 5* 
iiMit statue of the goddess in Italy at 
4 cost of *9.800 He donated the com- 


pieted statue to the city. 
In an elaborate ceremony in 1B89. 
John C Fremont, noted U S soldier 
and explorer, unveiled the statue of 
Pomona 
The statue greeted visitors enter­ 
ing the old Pomona Library which 
stood on Main Street one block south 
of Holt Avenue until that library was 
replaced by the present IHtmona 
Public Library in the Civic Center in 
1965 The famous goddess still is dis­ 
played in the library as a firm 
reminder of the city’s heritage 


Water: from darri, then wells 


An abundance of water 
which made the valley a 
lush green garden was a 
major factor in the early 
growth of Pomona. 
Water flowed from San 
Antonio Canyon and was 
supplemented with more 
.Hater from the Live Oak 
and San Dimas canyon 
areas. 
In 1878. the first of 
nun«' rous artesian wells 
was vruk in Pomona. The 
new. girdling water supply 
attracted newcomers in­ 
terested ci agricultural 
development 
By the eat K 1900s. near­ 
ly 200 wells flow d day and 
night. providing m oret 
than needed. 
Citrus growers 
*k ad­ 
vantage of the ri . soil, 
warm climate and more 
than adequate water s vp- 
IV to estab lish U rge 
groves. As late as the 
1930s. a few of these arte­ 
sian wells still existed in 
tiic valley. 
But over the years, the 
demand for water grow 
and the water level drop­ 
ped. Deep wells were dug 
to continue the supply and 
pumping station» were es­ 
tablished. 
On Feb. 15. 1924. a group 


of Pomonans got together 
to take the first stops to 
secure a municipallty- 
icipi 
Red 1 
owned and operated water 
system. 
Representatives from tl 
civic organizations were 
selected to form a study 
committee to investigate 
ail phases and determine 
means for securing “a 
water system which would 
take care oi the expected 
great increase lit pop*' 
ulation.” 
Water shortages had hit 
the vailoy by the summer 
of 1924 and the July 30 issue 
of The Progress states that 
"Pomoha is exempt from 
rules ort water saving.” 
The story explained that 
‘P atrons of the Con­ 
solidated Water Co. of 
PoHtona are exempt from 
repent o rd e rs of the 
Railroad Commission re­ 
questing a reduction in the 
amount of water used . . . 
on the grounds that the 
Pomona company has sub­ 
stituted gasoline engines 
for electric motors In its 
pumping plants” (thus sav­ 
ing energy). 
On Sept 9, 1924. Frank L. 
Palmer, president of the 
Pomona Valley Protective 
Association, spoke before

In 1884. 11 wells were put 
down and by 1885. 33 arte­ 
sian wolfs all flowed free­ 
ly, supplying nearly 400 In­ 
ches of water. 
N “But alas, by 1895 the 
water level had fallen and 
pumping was resorted to. 
In addition. Peter Fleming 
f3tid James Beeket dug a 
tunnel up tn the San An­ 
tonio area and water was 
channeled off toward Glen­ 
dora.” 
To prevent the sidetrack­ 
ing of this water, the Con­ 
solidated Water Co. was 
formed to protect the 
water supply of Pomona. 
According to Palmer’s 
speech, by 1904 the demand 
for water was exceeding 
the supply. 
The Pomorta Valley 
Protective Association was 
established in 1909 and was 
responsible for the preser­ 
vation and expansion of the 
spreading grounds at the 
mouth of the San Antonio 
Canyon for the storing of 
the city's water supply and 
the replenishing of the 
wells. 
By August 1925. the city 
hired an engineer to help 
establish a city water 
system. 
A headline story in the 
April 2. 1926. Progress 
reported that ’ Water 
Plant Value Is Set at $8- 
86.861.81." But. the story 
continued “ replacement 
would cost $970.818.58." 
In 1926. the citizens of 
Pomona did vote to 
purchase the Consolidated 
Water Co. This helped lay 
the groundwork for the 
growth of the city. 
The city, as a part of the 
Pomona Valley Water 


Di st ri ct , joined 
the 
M e t r o p o l i t a n W a t e r 
Di s tr ict in 1950 and 
b e c a m e 
e l i g i b l e 
to 
purchase Colorado River 
water. This helped assure 
the city against water 
shortages in the future. 
tn the 1950s, the popula­ 
tion had increased and so 
had the per capita use of 
water, straining the city’s 
supply until there were no 
reserves. 
After a firm of water 
engineers determined the 
needs for a more adequate 


system. Pomona voters ap- 
p ro v ed a $3.700.000 
waterworks revenue bond 
issue of July 20. 1954. 
in 1958. Pomona, the 
Walnut Vatlfey Water 
District and the Rowland 
Are a C o un t y Wa t e r 
District signed an agree­ 
ment providing for the con­ 
struction of tines and a 
treatment plant. This 
made it possible for 
Pomona to import 40 mil­ 
lion gallons of Colorado 
River water per day. if 
needed.

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Floods took toll 
system 


Located at the base of 
the San Gabriel Mountains 
and at the outlet of the San 
Antonio Creek, Pomona 
was long plagued by floods. 
Disastrous floods occur­ 
red in 1884. 1894.1914, 1916. 
1921, 1934. 1938, 1941 and 
1943 when water from 
10.089-foot Mt. Baldy, 
together with lesser peaks 
of the 27-mile watershed, 
decended through the steep 
San Antonio Canyon to the 
valley floor. 
Of all the floods, the one 
which occurred in March 
1938 was rpobably the most 
disastrous. 
After four days of excep­ 
tionally heavy rain, on the 
;night of March 1, the rag­ 
ing waters of the San An- 
tOnio Creek reached their 
•peek and went on a ram­ 
page through the valley. 
Swept along by the 
Crushing waters, huge 
'boulders rolled out of the 
^canyon, 
crushing 
* everything in their path. 
! Hundreds of evacuees 
;were housed in the Fox 
!Theater, the Seventh-day 
• Adventist Church and the 
Salvation Army head­ 
quarters. A number of 
deaths were reported. 
The storm, which 
dumped a total of 10 inches 
of rain, severed all 
railroad 
lines 
and 
highways. 
* 
Scripps College and 
I Pomona College were 
saved from even more ex­ 
pensive damage than they 
• did suffer when a bridge 
*. which blocked waters 
; north of the campuses was 
dynamited. 


This 1938 flood caused an 
estimated $1,678,000 in 
property damage in the 
valley, in addition to the 
loss of lives. 
Within a week of the” 
flood, leaders in Pomona. 
Claremont, La Verne, 
Upland and Chino met to 
determine how to best ob­ 
tain a flood control system 
for the San Antonio 
watershed. 
On April 8. 1938, a three- 
man delegation from the 
valley went to Washington, 
D C., to testify before the 
Flood Control Committee 
of the House of Represen­ 
tatives and seek federal 
aid. 
Subsequently, Congress 
authorized an earthfull 
dam across the San An­ 
tonio Canyon in the Flood 
Control Act of 1938. 
However, the construction 
of the dam was delayed for 
13 years, first by World 
War II and then by 
Congress’ loss of interest 
in the project. 
However, after deter­ 
mined efforts by many 
local groups, the first con­ 
struction contract was let 
in 1951. 
The San Antonio Dam 
was completed and 
dedicated on May 12. 1956. 
The total cost for the dam 
was $7,350.000. The dam 
eliminated the danger of 
major flood in the valley 
below, but it was only one 
part of the flood control 
project. 
The second phase was 
the construction of perma­ 
nent flood control channels 
to carry water from the 


dam to spreading grounds 
and to the Prado Dam 
which was constructed 
between 1956 and 1988 by 
the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers near Corona. 
The flood control project 
cost $10.900,000. 
Since the San Antonio 
Dam project was designed 
primarily for control of the 
mountain water, additional 
storm control projects 
were needed for control of 
rain water which ac-- 
cumulated in the area im­ 
mediately north of Pomona 
during any storm. 
In 1952, a countywide 
storm drain bond issue of 
$179,000.000 was passed. Of 
this, approximately $3 mil­ 
lion was allocated to 
Pomona. 
By 1956. all of these con­ 
struction projects were 
completed, bringing great­ 
ly increased protection to 
the valley. 
In addition a $1 million 
line was constructed in- 
Claremont which helped 
channel water to the south 
without dam age 
to 
Pomona. 
The citizens of the 
county passed additional 
storm drain bonds totalling 
$225.000.000 in 1958. 
Pomona 
received 
$1.600.000 for local projects 
from this bond issue. 
These projects were 
completed in the 1960s but 
additional storm drain con­ 
struction still continues on 
the San Jose Creek and in 
other areas of the valley to 
eventually control water 
damage in Pomona Valley.

Power 
reaches 
Pomona 
The world’s first long­ 
distance transmission of 
electricity for illum­ 
ination purposes was over 
a wire which stretched 
from a small hydro-elec­ 
tric plant in San Antonio 
Canyon to the Con­ 
gregational Church in 
Pomona, then located at 
Third and Thomas streets. 
This great electrical- 
first took place in Novem­ 
ber 1892 and was due large­ 
ly to the untiring efforts of 
C. G. Baldwin, who was 
president of Pomona Col­ 
lege at the time. 
A tunnel was dug on the 
road to Camp Baldy. in the 
mountains north of the val­ 
ley. in order to carry water 
to a powerhouse built a 
mile below. 
After a series of mis­ 
haps. water finally was 
brought through the tunnel, 
power was generated, the 
final wiring was com­ 
pleted. and the switch was 
thrown 
And. for the first Ume in 
world history. Pomona and 
its early pioneers proved 
that long distance trans­ 
mission of electricity for 
commercial lighting and 
power was not a dream but 
a reality. 


The 
Pomona-North 
Pomona railroad was built 
that year, also. On this 
line, the North Pomona 
Flier, better known as 
“ The, Dummy.” threw bil­ 
lowing clouds of smoke and 
steam as it puffed up the 
track, showing the resi­ 
dents that the machine age 
was about to replace the 
mules. 
At one time, Pomona had 
five street car lines .. the 
Second Street Line; the 
Orange Avenue Line; the 
Pomona Heights Railway; 
the Holt and San Antonio 
Line; and the Pomona 
Railway Line to North 
Pomona. 
In the Chino area, the 
Chino Valley Railroad as­ 
sured adequate transporta- 
tion and freighting 
facilities for that fertile 
farming area. 
During the same tum-of- 
the-century period, On­ 
tario established the On­ 
tario Mule Car Line in 1890 
Known as the Ontario and 
San Antonio Heights Rail 
Road Co.. the train ran up 
to the mouth of San An­ 
tonio Canyon 
Mules drug the cars up 
the hill, then the law of 
gravity provided the 
downhill power with the 
mules riding in a special 
car of their own behind the 
train. 
Motorists, too, began ap­ 
pearing in the valley in the 
earlv 1900s In about 1907, a 


two-cylinder Reo is sup­ 
posed to have made the 
rugged tr ip over Hogsback 
on the old trail to Camp 
Baldy (now Mt. Baldy vil­ 
lage.) 
As late as the 1920s. the 
road over Hogsback up to 
Camp Baldy was one of the 
favorite testing grounds 
for automotive stamina. 
At about this same time, 
the Pomona Progress new­ 
spaper in cooperation with 
the American Automobile 
Association sponsored the 
Camp Baldy High Gear 
Run which attracted to top 
racing drivers in the na­ 
tion. 
The first trip to Pomona 
by an electric train was 
made on Sept. 1, 1912. 
There were as many 
bicycle enthusiasts in the 
early days of the century 
as there are now. The 
Pomona Bicycle Club 
members rode their high 
wheelers through the val­ 
ley for trips and picnics. 
Even in the field of avia­ 
tion. Pomona was in the 
forefront. The famous 
Battle of the Clouds’’ on 
the old Pomona Speedway 
between La Verne and 
Pomona on April 3 and 4, 
1914, was news all over the 
nation. 
Glenn Martin of Santa 
Ana was brought to 
Pomona by the Chamber of 
Commerce to demonstrate 
the use of airplains in war­ 
fare. 


While much erf Pomona’s 
development was based on 
the 
railro ad s, 
the 
numerous trains — 
sometimes up to 70 a day — 
which passed through the 
town on their east-west 
journey caused traffic 
delays and frustrations 
even before the turn of the 
century. 
It was not until the first 
of three major railroad un­ 
derpasses was dedicated in 
July 1960 that citizens were 
assured of constant traffic 
flow in spite of the rail 
traffic. 
As far back as December 
1887. delays caused by the 
trains were being discus­ 
sed. 
At that time, this quote 
appeared in the local new­ 
spaper, “ The railroad 
crossing at Garey Avenue 
was blocked last Monday 
forenoon for a considerable 
length of time by a freight 
train, causing no little an­ 
noyance and delay to pass­ 
ing to and fro of teams. 
This is an annoyance that 
should be abated at once.” 
In addition to the an­ 
noyance of commuters, the 
trains were often responsi­ 
ble for the delay of 
emergency vehicles such 
as police, fire and am­ 
bulances. 
Even more tragic was 
the long list of accidents 
and deaths at tlie railroad 


crossings in the city. Since 
1926, when the first 
reliable statistics were 
started, and 1960, when the 
first underpass was 
opened, there were 235 
auto-train collisions and 18 
deaths at railroad cross­ 
ings in Pomona. 
While some accidents 
continue, due to human 
nature, the toll has been 
reduced by underpasses at 
the three major street-rail 
junctions. These are at 
Garey, White and Towne 
avenues. 
In 
June 
of 
1958, 
Pomonans approved a 
$1,850.000 railroad under­ 
pass bond issue to finance 
the city’s share of an un­ 
derpass 
construction 
program 
totalling 
$5,830.000. 
The underpasses were 
built jointly by Pomona, 
the California Division of 
Highways, the Southern 
Pacific and Union Pacific 
Railroad companies and 
Los Angeles County. 
The underpasses were 
completed over a period of 
three years with the Towne 
Avenue done in 1960. White 
Avenue, in 1961, and Garey 
Avenue, in 1962. 
Each of the underpasses 
was named for a promi­ 
nent citizen who con­ 
tributed to the growth and 
development of the city.

“Fortunately for Granny there 
were plenty of trees in Pomona, in 
fact, Pomona was appropriataly 
named after the goddess of fruit 
trees, and one of the first statues 
with which I became acquainted, 
about the tim e! teemed to read, was 
the marble statue of Pomona which 
was kept in the front reading room of 
the public library. For a Roman god­ 
dess. she was well clothed, in a robe 
that fell from her shoulder to her 
sandals, and in her lap she clutched 
assorted fruit ”

The automobile came to Pomona 
to stay. But whilt the Armour family 
was trading its Hupmobiie for a 
Ford, then an Oakland, then a Reo, 
then a Franklin, then a Hudson, his 
grandmother continued driving her 
horse and carriage. According to the 
author, by 19», her carriage was 
probably the last of Its kind in town 
and somewhat of a curiosity. 


Wagons, 1 was ktenly disappointed to 
lind that my ancestors had traveled 
by Southern Pacific.

Armour w rites th a t Will 
Vandegrift, 
bis grandmother’s 
brother-in-law, was the perennial 
mayor erf Pomona at the time. After 
Vandegrift’s wife died, he sold the 
family home and moved to the Hotel 
Mayfair, downtown, where he sat by 
the big window in the lobby and dis­ 
cussed politics with anyone who 
would sit down beside him. 
According to Armour, his grand­ 
mother never drove straight home 
from the cemetery. Instead, she 
chose a circuitous route down the al­ 
leys, claiming she was Inspecting the 
gardens of her friends. 
But, Armour said, it wet not the 
gardens but the trash barrels that 
grandmother was so earefully in­ 
specting. 
“What she was looking for. the 
way some people look for shells at 
the seashore, was whiskey bottles.” 
“Tabulated in her mind, I am sure,, 
was a week-by-week record of the 
drinking habits of the leading 
families of Pomona. A horse-drawn 
carriage, moving slowly up and down 
the alleys, was ideal for her purpoee 
"I realise now that my grand­ 
mother was simply blazing a trail for 
fellow members of the WCTU,

It 
ex toted about 1SS0-86 and con­ 
sisted of a aeries of one story 
shacks on let and 2nd streets 
east of Garey Avenue.

Pall semester 1976 opens the 20th 
academic year for Mt. San Antonie 
College. Established In December 
19». the new code«» held its first 
ctesMs on Sept. II, 1146 
The first board of trustees was ap­ 
pointed by then assistant superinten­ 
dent of Loa Angeles County Schools. 
C. C. Carpenter on Dec. 26, 1945 at 
the first organisational meeting held 
in Covina High School. 
For the purposes of chartering the 
new educational institution, tha 
college waa named Eastern Loa 
Angeles County Junior College. But 
during the third board meeting, held 
in January 19». the board initiated a 
search for a new name. Mt. San An­ 
tonio College was selected as the of­ 
ficial name on July 1. 19». 
The new college district was com­ 
posed of the high school districts of* 
Pomona. Covina. La Puente and 
Bonita, and the new campus opened 
on the site of the former Spadra 
Hospital. 
Six hundred students, m ostly 
military veterans, enrolled in the 114 
classes offered that first fall. 
Because the new district did not yet 
have a stable income, many of the 
supplies and m a t e r i a l s w ere 
purchased “out-of-pocket” and much 
of the remedial remodeling work 
accessary to make the old hospital 


buildings serviceable as classrooms 
was performed by the students. 
Today, the original faculty and 
staff of 22 has grown to 700 faculty 
and 300 classified personnel, plus 
some 300 part-time and student help. 
The original 600 students in 114 clas­ 
ses has multiplied to more than 
20.000 registered day and evening 
students taking more than 2,000 clas­ 
ses in the 26 academic and vocational 
departments. 
This August saw the present board 
of trustees adopt a budget close to 
9 » million, based on a tax rata of M 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. 
The first budget, adopted by the 
board on Aug. 1, 19». was $191,790 
based on • 10 36 tax rate which could 
not by law be levied until after July 
1. 1946. and could not be used by the 
new district until after Dec. 1 ,19». 
During the first months of 
organization, the new board and new- 
ly 
appointed 
adm inistration 
negotiated for the purchase of the 
campus site. 
First president of the new college, 
George Bell of La Verne, and first 
director, Oscar H Edinger Jr„ with 
business manager Ernest W Carl 
and dean of women Marie T. Mills, 
proposed a bond issue to raise 
$1.750,000 to purchase a permanent 
site for the college, remodel older 


buildings and build new classrooms. 
It passed March St, 1947,2.791 to 347. 
The one and only bond the college 
has ever bed. that mortgage was 
paid in full In June 1969. 
In June 19». at the first graduation 
ceremonies, the college was in­ 
formed it had county end state ap­ 
proval to purchase the Spadra sits as 
its permanent home.

Many of the n eat ranchos of 
California's Spanish and Mexican 
periods have become unidentifiable 
in recent yean because the adobe 
homes In wbioh their owners lived 
have been either deetoryed or just 
allowed to melt away. 
Tbit if not true of Rancho San 
Joee, granted in 1837 by Gov. Juan B. 
Alvarado to Ygnacio Palomares and 
Ricardo Vejar, land which became 
the towns of Pomona. San Dimas, La 
Verne. Claremont and Spadra. 
Four bomei built by the grantees 
and their families and friends re* 
main well preserved in the area. 
Unfortunately, another 15 to 30 
houses of Rancho San Jose, Rancho 
Los Nogalea and Rln de la Brea In 
Walnut, El Rincon de Santa Ana and 
Santa Ana del Chino have been lost 
Had these been preserved, the 
Pomona Valley would have the same 
attraction for tourist« of the mission 
towns of San Diego, Santa Barbara, 
Monterey and San Juan Bautista, 
with their clusters of home« built by 
the settlers of California. 
The first homes!te in Pomona was 
La Casa Primers de Rancho San 
Joee, 1569 N. Park Ave., built by 
Ygnacio Palomares on Rancho San 
Jose de Ariba, but soon abandoned 
because It was too small. Palomares 
moved to the Adobe de Palomares 
when it was completed In 1855. 
La Casa Prim ers remained 
deserted until 1867 when a son. Fran­ 
cisco Palomares, who had married 
Lugarda Alvarado, remodeled and 
refurbished the house and moved in 
and remained until his death in 1882. 
Four years later, the Benjamin S. 
Nichols family purchased all of the 
surrounding land under the title of 
Pomona Land and Water Co., and 
retained the ownership until about 
1940 when Roscoe Hart became the 
owner. 
Hart sold the adobe by auction in 
1171 to the Historical Society of 
Pomona Valley. The City of Pomona 
paid the mortgage and acquired the 
deed, placing the adobe under the ad* 
ministration of the society. The 
adobe is now registered with the 
National Register of Historic Places, 
and an application for a restoration 
grant has been submitted. 
The second house built in the area 


r o w known as Pomona was that of 
Ygnacio Alvarado. This is now La 
Case Alvarado, occupied by me and 


my husband, Alphonse B. Kages, at 
1458 Old Settlers Lane. The adobe 
was purchased by us from Harold 
Nichole and Mias Mat Nichols in 
m i. 
Alvarado w at rela ted to 
Palomaree through hie wife. Luisa 
Avila. Since Palomares was eager to 
have friends and relatives and 
neighbors, he deeded a homestte 
directly south of U Case Primers to 
Alvarado with the stipulation that a 
room be built large enough to house 
religious services. 
At this time, a priest would come 
from San Gabriel Mission to conduct 
services in the hemes of the 
grantee«. 
Later this 18 by 43*foot room 
housed the first public school ses­ 
sions. The board of trustees included 
Francisco Palomaree, Cyrus Bur­ 
dick. one of the first Anglo new­ 
comers to the rancho, and Prestos« 
Garcia, whose adobe house stood 
somewhere southwest of tho 
Alvarado adobe. 
When the Nichols fam ily 
purchased Hie property surrounding 
the first Palomares house and the 
Alvarado adobe, they made the two 
haciendas their hornet untU they 
were sold to the Fagesae and to Hart. 
Luis Arenas, who married the 
sister of Ygnacio Palomares, built a 
house near the corner of Gibbs Street 
and McKinley Avenue. There is no 
record of the destruction of the house 
which also had been used as a public 
school, 
There were two other Alvarado 
houses on the rancho. One stood near 
the comer of Hamilton Boulevard 
and W, Orange Grove Avenue. The 
other, built about 1889, stood on N. 
Orange Grove Avenue until it was 
destroyed just a few years ago. 
The second home of Ygnecio 
Palomares built in 1958 is now the 
beautifully restored Adobe de 
Palomares n 491 E. Arrow Higiway, 
Pomona. 
This adobe was the home of the 
Palomares family for some years. In 
1873. Alvin and Edwin Meserve came 
from Santa Cruz and purchased 2,000 
■ acres of the rancho from the 
■Palomares as an investment. 
H At first caretakers occupied the

complete the escrow, they left. 
It was in 1937 that a water com­ 
pany official. Frank Pedley, found 
the once commodious adobe bouse in 
ruins. He reported the situation to 
the Historical Society and a fund­ 
raising project was initiated by 
Pedley, Homer Duffy and others. 
After much research, reconstruc­ 
tion was started by workers under 
the auspices of the WPA and the 
CCC. 
Later, Miss Miriam Post, Mrs. 
Harry Walker and Charles Gibbs 
Adama, an authority on early 
California plants, wore involved in 
the furnishing and landscaping. 
When the adobe was opened to the 
public in 1940, many descendants of 
the Spanish and Mexican fafrdhes at­ 
tended the ceremonies. 
The Adobe de Palomares Is one of 
the most authentically restored and 
furnished historical landmarks in the 
state and contains treasures from 
both the Palomares and Vejar 
families. 
In addition to many special tours

for school students and others, the 
adobe is open to the public from 2 to 5 
p.m. Tuesdays through Sunday. 
Another adobe being presently 
restored as a home is located on the 
crest of a hill on Puddingstone Road 
across from Bonelli Regional Park. 
When Ygnacio Palomares received 
the grant to Rancho San Joee, he 
deeded over 309 acres to his son, 
Saturn*no, who used it to graze 
livestock. 
In 1914 he decided to move to the 
rancho and employed an Italian 
architect to design his house. When 
he and his wife. Dolores Navarro, 
moved in they had three sons. Five 
daughters were born in the house. 
The property was later owned by 
the Carrion family until 1907 when 
Señora Dolores Navarro de Carrioo 
sold It to N. W. Miller. The home and 
seven acres of land were later 
purchased by Mr. and Mrs, Harry 
Walker who »old it to Mr. and Mr*. 
Edwin Fuller.

There is no 
record of the date of destruction of 
the older home. 
A two-storied adobe home built for 
Ricardo's son, Ramon, and his bride. 
Teresa Palomares. in 1894 stood on a 
portion of the present Pacific State 
Hospital to spite of attempt* by 
local groups to save tho adobe, it was 
destroyed In 1350. A small replica of 
the adobe stands at the former site 
on the hospital grounds. 
Another adobe which no longer ex- 
ists was the home of Tomas 
Palomares and his wife, the former 
Magdalena Vejar, which stood on the 
south side of the preeent Kenoak 
Street. Near this adobe stood a giant 
oak tree under which the grantees 
and Padre Juan Salvidea gathered to 
bleu the land on March 19, 1837 
Sara Martinez de Mlrande. a 
granddaughter of Ricardo Vejar 
owned an adobe bouse near the cor­ 
ner of Alvarado Street and Garey 
Avenue. Her husband, a Frenchman. 
Grat Mlrana, refused to allow Garey 
Avenue to he extended through his 
vineyard, resulting in the present 
curve in Garey Avenue at this point.

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Drama groups are still around

What ever happened to the 
Pomona Opera Club? Where did the 
Pomona Theater Guild go? What of 
the Pomona Valley Symphony 
Orchestra? 
The«e and a dozen other now- 
defunct cultural organizations that 
once served Pomona are indicative 
of the enthusiasm for the performing 
arts that has been characteristic of 
the city during its first century. 
From its earliest agricultural days, 
when entertainment was provided 
mostly by church choirs and parlor 
recitalists, the city has given its sup­ 
port to dozens of organizations offer­ 
ing classical and popular perfor­ 
mances in a variety of the arts. 
An “Opera for Pomona” commit­ 
tee in 1947 sponsored a performance 
of Verdi's ‘ Rigoletto" staged in the 
Pomona High School auditorium by 
the Golden West Opera Company of 
Los Angeles. Some 1,400 music 
lovers attended, and the profit ($50) 
was turned over to Casa Colina 
Hospital. The success of the 
enterprise led to the formation the 
following year of the Pomona Opera 
Club, headed by Harold C. Dewey, 
but the organization declined and 
eventually dissolved because of lack 
of interest and support. 
The Pomona Theater Guild was 
the community theater of the pre- 
World War II days. Melvin Hull was 
president in 1938, assisted by 
Edward B. Kennedy, Dorothy 
Sederholm, Boland Brownsberger 
and Mrs. Gordon G. Whyte. Direc­ 
tors were Wilbur Walker, Coy 
Sanders and Wilfred Henry. In 1940 
the group voted to merge with the 
Claremont Community Players to 
provide theatrical fare for the whole 
valley. 
The Claremont group; founded in 
1932. performed at various localities 
including the attractive Padua Hills 
Theater which was forced to close 
last year because of financial pres­ 
sures. One of the “alumni" of the 
Players was a Pomona College stu­ 
dent named Spangler Arlington 
Brugh. destined to become the 
Hollywood matinee idol, Robert 
Taylor. 
The theater group dissolved during 
World War II. but after the war its 
successor. Valley Community 
Theater, was organized by Harry 
Fraser and Michael Ferrall. It has 
given p la y s , r a n g in g from 
Shakespeare to “The Drunkard," at 


theaters and halls in Claremont, 
Montclair and Pomona, finally 
finding a permanent borne at 132 E. 
Third St., Pomona. Over the years 
VCT has been headed by Fraser, 
Tom Cammidge, Doje Dietel. Robert 
Brodsky, Andy Case, LeRoy Hughes, 
Frank Marino, Howard Keiser, Paul 
Collier, Margie Martin, Campbell 
Nelson, Adele Charnholm, Bert 
Leaver. Raleigh BoreU, Richard 
Fisher, Jack Fisher and Mack 
Gilliland. 


VCT continues to present dramas 
and musicals nearly every weekend 
throughout the year. It also offers in­ 
struction in theater and programs 
for youth and children. Last year it 
started a one-act playwriting contest 
which received support from the 
National Endowment for the Arts. 
The Pomona Valley Symphony 
Orchestra flourished during the pre­ 
war years, when it gave numerous 
concerts and performed on a 
national radio network. The 
orchestra was disbanded during 
World War H, but was reorganized in 
1953 under the baton of Fred Graff, 
now conductor of the Montclair 
Starlite Symphony. 


Graff said three things contributed 
to the demise of the orchestra: he 
went from music into administration 
for the public schools; an orchestra 
was formed in Ontario that paid its 
musicians, and the Pomona High 
School fire dem olished the 
symphony’s only concert hall. The 
city's lack of a suitable auditorium 
has been a constant handicap to the 
development of musical organiza­ 
tions. 
Another group that used the old 
high school was the Pomona Com­ 
munity Band (now the Pomona 
Concert Band) organized in 1947. 
Stanton Selby, who had just arrived 
in the valley to teach at Mt. San An­ 
tonio College, answered a newspaper 
advertisement for a musical director 
and has headed the organization ever 
since. The band grew from 12 to 75 
members and today, sponsored by 
the city and the Pomona schools' 
adult education program, it per­ 
forms at major civic events, gives 
concerts in nearby cities and pre­ 
sents a 10-week series of free con­ 
certs in Ganesha Park each summer. 
Throughout the years Pomona has 
been enriched by a wide variety of 
performing arts organizations that 
provided entertainment to the com­ 
munity and experience and exposure 


to the performers. In 1968 the 
Pomona Valley Ballet Company was 
formed with Dick Nordt as artistic 
director. Today JoAim Warner heads 
the Valley Concert Dance Theater 
which performs throughout the 
valley and sends its graduates on to 
successful careers in professional, 
ballet. 
Other flourishing groups are the 
Pomona Valley chapter of the 
Society for the Preservation and En­ 
couragement of Barber Shop Quartet 
Singing in America, the Sweetv 
Adelines, the Society for the Preser­ 
vation of Dixieland Jazz and the 
Pomona Community Chorus. 
Numerous professional recitals are 
offered each year by the Musicians’ 
Club of the Pomona Valley, and 
promising students perform at 
programs of the Pomona branch of 
the Music Teachers* Association of 
California. 
Many outstanding music and dance 
organizations as well as individual 
artists are brought to the area each 
year by the Pomona Valley Com­ 
munity Concert Association. 
Organized as the Pomona Com­ 
munity Concert Association more 
than 20 years ago, the group com­ 
bined in 1969 with a similar group in 
the West End to form the present 
non-profit organization. The goal of 
the PVCCA is to enhance the cultural 
life of the community by bringing 
in soloists and group attractions of 
national and 'international reputa­ 
tion. 
In the past the organization has 
brought to the Fox Theater, Pomona, 
and to Spring Auditorium. Ontario, 
such attractions as the Roger 
Wagner Chorale, the Helsinki 
Symphony, soprano Marilyn Horn, 
pianist Jean Casadesus and the Vien­ 
na Choir Boys. 
Over the years Pomona residents 
have shown a keen appetite for the 
cultural arts and have seldom lacked 
for a wide variety of choice. The op­ 
portunities were further enlarged by 
church choirs, youth musical 
theater, folk dance groups, a drum 
corps, junior ballet and other 
organizations.

2 location) was almost lost to the 
k “Great Frost” Of January 1913.

m to finance the construction, was un­ 


certain and sentiment seemed to 
favor halting the project. Agreement 
was finally reached to proceed, with 
the assistance of the American 
National and First National banks, 
as well as actual furnishings, 
painting and decorating of the 
hospital generously donated by com­ 
munity members. 


The railroad crash then brought 
the impetus for construction of 
Pomona’s much-needed hospital, it 
also brought the Samuel C. Pitzer 
family from Iowa via Denver, Colo., 
in 1893. Their arrival is noteworthy 
in Pomona Valley Community 
Hospital’s history because Mr. 
Pitzer's son, Russell K.. became the 
leader in support and guidance for 
the hospital for over 40 years. His 
wife. Flora Sanborn Pitzer, spent a 
considerable amount of time at 
Pomona Valley Hospital before her 
death in 1927. The care and kindness 
bestowed upon her prompted R. K. 
Pitzer to henceforth take a personal 
interest in the future of the hospital. 
The 35-bed facility was pushed to 
its maximum in the late 1920s and 
plans were initiated for expansion. 
The first step consisted of reorganiz­ 
ing the hospital structure from a 
stock company into a non-profit com­ 
munity hospital. A Board of Direc­ 
tors and a Campaign Committee 
were both set-up, with Pitzer at the 
helm. The four-story “T” wing was 
complete in 1928 and built onto the 
original 1913 structure. 


Members of the medical staff at Pomovui Valley 
was located on Garey Avenue and Kingsley 
Community Hospital around 1910.

asked. “I know of several worthy 
young people who could use some 
financial help to buy homes here. If 
we are going to get involved in a 
project of this sort, we might as well 
do it right.” 
The others in the room, OHver 
Youngs. Charles C. ftilles, John L. 
Means, J. T Brady, G. W. Hill and 
Walter A. Lewis, agreed and by the 
end of the evening had pledged a 
total of $3,500 to start a group they 
called the Mutual Buildting and Loan 
Association patterned after one that 
had been organized in 1881 at 
Frankford, Pa. 
It quickly became apparent that 
the service was vitally needed 
throughout the growing valley, and 
the newly formed organization began 
to accept savings accounts as well as 
loan applications in larger numbers. 
The association, the first in the 
area, prospered and grew as the pop­ 
ulation of the city increased from 
3,960 in 1892 to 10,207 in 1910, and 
20,696 in 1930, with a surrounding 
area just as populous as the city. 
By 1083. toe U.S. Government 
recognized the importance of sav­ 


ings and loan associations and 
created, by an act of Congress, the 
system for federal savings and loan 
associations throughout the nation. 
In 1938, Pomona Mutual changed 
from a state to a federal charter and 
became known as Pomona First 
Federal Savings and Loan Associa­ 
tion. 
The association continued to ex­ 
pand along with the valley after 
World War II, and by 1965 had six 
branches In addition to the head of­ 
fice, with 35.000 savers and assets of 
over $160 million. 
But the real growth came during 
the past 10 years. On July 1 .1975, the 
savings and loan association opened 
its 16th office, was boasting assets of 
more than $443,000,000. savings of 
$367 million, and a total number of 
customers to excess of 94,000.

“I, too. would like to keep him in 
the community,” W. A. Bell nodded. 
“If each of us would contribute $50, 
we could lend him the money at 
some reasonable rate of interest. I 
think he will prove to be an asset.” 
“I’ll keep track of the account, if 
you like,” C. I. Lorbeer volunteered. 
“I like the idea, but why limit it to 
just one family?”

The nursing school was discon­ 
tinued in 1930 to cut down on 
overhead and all employes were 
given a 25 per cent salary cut. When 
“depression days” lifted, more ex­ 
pansion was needed. 


The X-ray department and an 
auditorium were built in the late 
1940s. 


Mr. Pitzer and his new wife, Ina 
Scott Pitzer. contributed a unique 
addition to Pomona Valley Com­ 
munity Hospital in 1951, the Pitzer 
Home. It provided facilities for ad­ 
ditional hospital (acute) beds as well 
as space for elderly residents with 
medical supervision and minimum 
charges. 


The growth of Pomona and of the 
entire valley demanded further ex­ 
pansion to 1956 with a four story plus 
basement addition. New and updated 
quarters for surgery, obstetrics, 
nursery and laboratory were housed 
in this addition.

Pom ona’s Civic Center stands as a 
tribute to modern-day pioneers who, 
Uke th eir fo reb ears, envisioned 
Sturdy buildings, flowing w ater and 
green parklands. 
When Pomona built a city hall in 
1911, facin g M ission B oulevard 
between Thomas and Main streets, 
officials planted trees to enhance the 
building. Lawns around the building 
w ere used as a park and the first 
sprinkling system in Pomona was in­ 
stalled to m aintain the grounds. 
While the building is gone, the trees 
have been saved and now shade a 
bank and parking lot. 
On July 2,1957, City A dm inistrator 
Fred W. Sharp told the City Council 
that inspectors had found the city 
hall to be unsafe. 
In an article in the P rogress 
Bulletin that day. Sharp estim ated 
that it would cost between $50,000 
and $75.000 to reinforce the building. 
Since the cornices topping the City 
Hall were weakened and weathered, 
a chain link fence was installed 
around the city hall to prevent injury 
from falling cement. 
But long before this, Pomonans 
had envisioned a civic center in 
w h ic h 
a ll 
c i t y 
a n d c o u n ty 
g o v e rn m e n ta l 
s e r v ic e s 
w e re 
organized in adjacent buildings. 
The civic center was to include a 
new library to replace one m ore than 
50 years old: municipal and superior 
court buildings, a district health 
c e n t e r ; 
and 
f ir e an d p o lic e 
h e a d q u a rte rs , 
to 
re p la c e 
th e 
previous one used by both depart­ 
m ents since 1922. 
As early as 1953, hearings were be­ 
ing held so that citizens could ex­ 
press their opinions on placem ent 
and contents of the center. A Civic 
Center Workshop Com m ittee studied 
all possibilities. 
In 1957, the Pomona City Council 
p assed 
a reso lu tio n w hich e s ­ 
tablished the location as bounded by 
G arey Avenue, Mission Boulevard. 
Park Avenue and Eighth Street. 
i The civic center really em erged as 
a physical reality in 1958 with the 
opening of its first building, the Los 
Angeles County branch courthouse. 
In 1960, Pomona residents went to 
the polls to approve bonds for the 
construction of a new Public Safety 
•Building. The police and fire depart­ 
m ents moved into this new building 
on Feb. 24 1984. 
During the 1960s. the din of con­ 
struction filled the air as several 
buildings were being constructed and 
the last of the structures which had 
been on the land were removed 
The last building to fall to the 
bulldozers was the Charles P. Rowe 
American Legion Hall which was 
leveled in 1964. 
* The new library opened its doors in 
*1966 and the Los Angeles County 
■»District Health Center was com ­ 
pleted in 1966 
The city hall was dedicated in for­ 
mal cerem onies in January 1969. 
The last of the complex to be com ­ 
pleted was the seven-story E ast 
.D istrict 
Superior Court 
building, 
•which was dedicated on M arch 24, 
:i970 
* The completion of the plaza area 
^connecting the buildings was m arked 
»>on July 3, 1969. when the Native 
* D aughters of the Golden West raised 
**the California Bear flag and a flag of

a The civic center planners included 
^an a rt museum, an auditorium and a 
»restaurant in their overall vision

While these buildings have not yet 
-been com pleted, the hopes for their 
eventual existence has not faded 
Ifrom the minds of many citizens.

Religious life of Pomona Valley 
dates back to the founding of the San 
Gabriel Mission in 1771, and that 
mission lands covered the area from 
the ocean on the west to the desert on 
the east. 
The first Christian service of the 
Pomona Valley was held March 19. 
1837, under a spreading oak tree at 
458 Kenoak Place in Pomona. The 
large stump of this tree is still 
standing at this address. Padre 
Zalvideo of Mission San Gabriel of­ 
fered a Mass of Thanksgiving and 
pronounced his benediction upon the 
families of Vejar and Palomares 
when they came to make their homes 
on the Rancho San Jose. When the 
fir st 
resid en t p a sto r, 
F ath er 
Fischer, was assigned to the area in 
18%. the parish became known as St. 
Joseph and the first parish church 
was built at Monterey and Park 
avenues. 
The first Methodist Church was 
built in Pomona in 1877 at the corner 
of Third and Gordon streets. 
Prior to that time services were 
held in homes, store buildings and 
the railway station. 
In 1874 the first service of the 
Episcopal faith by the Rev. Peter S. 
Routh was held in a little wooden 
building at Third and Main streets. 
The first Baptist Church was 
organized May 14, 1870 in Spadra, 
with 10 members. The church was 
moved to Pomona in 1883 and a 
building was erected at Fourth 
Street and Park Avenue. The present 
church at Holt and Garey avenues 


was built In 1911. 
In a carpenter shop with seven 
members present. Trinity Methodist 
Church was organized in May 1877. 
Four years later a small church was 
built at Third and Gordon streets. 
In May 1883, when the population 
,of Pomona was at 400, the Rev. 
Thomas Fraser organized the First 
P re sb y te ria n 
Church 
w ith 
18 
members. They built a new church at 
Third Street and Garey and it was 
dedicated debt-free in 1885. The pre­ 
sent church building at Holt and 
Gibbs Street was dedicated debt-free 
on May 10,1908. Later buildings were 
built, adjoining the first structure. 
Under the leadership of the Rev. 
W. T. Gibbs, with the aid of 17 
faithful members, the First Chris­ 
tian Church was organized on Nov. 6. 
1883. The first meetings were held in 
the office erf the justice of the peace 
and the first church building was 
erected at Gordon and Center streets 
in 1892. 
Under the leadership of the Rev. 
Charles Burt Sumner, the early 
meetings of Pilgrim Congregational 
Church were held in the home of 
Mrs. Benjamin Palmer. On May 26. 
1887 the first council meeting was 
held in the Taylor Opera House and 
the church formally organized with a 
charter membership of 36 A new 
church building was erected on the 
southeast corner of Third and 
Thomas streets and the first service 
held there Nov. 27, 1887. The church 
building at the present site was 
started in 1911. 
Pomona’s religious life developed 
rapidly. The year 1900 gives a pop-

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ulation of 2000. and the approxim ate 
total of churches was 12. The latest 
census gives Pomona a population of 


88.600. and a total of 71 churches. 
Pomona can be proud it has earned 
the nam e of “ City of C hurches.'' 


Newspapers: a historical study 


The history of Pomona Valley news­ 
papers. leading down a long line of 
successors to the Progress Bulletin 
today, began less than 10 yearrs after 
th e to w n s ite of P o m o n a 
w as 
recorded in 1875 
The first newspaper published in 
Pomona was the Pomona Times, a 
weekly, which was produced in a 
crude printing plant in 1882. 
A year and a half after The Tim es 
was established it combined with the 
Pomona Courier, which had been es­ 
tablished in 1883 The consolidated 
publication becam e known as The 
Times-Courier. 
At least a half dozen other news­ 
p a p e rs m ad e th e ir a p p e a ra n c e 
before the turn of the century but the 
only one to survive has been the 
Progress Bulletin, which began as 
the weekly Pomona Progress on Jan. 
31. 1885 
The Progress had its beginning in a 
little fram e building in what now is 
the 100 block of Pomona Mall West. 


Equipped with a hand press and 
some fonts of type, young Edward 
Stowell, who had com e to Pomona 
from the Midwest to regain his 
health, produced the first issue 
which consisted of four pages. 
Stowell died of tuberculosis three 
years after he had founded the little 
weekly. But the Progress survived 
and becam e a daily in 1898 
Five 
years later it hired a young reporter 
who was to have a considerable ef­ 
fect on the destiny of the newspaper 
and th e v alley. He w as A 
T 
Richardson, who had just graduated 
from Pomona College. 
On his death a few years ago at the 
age of 92 he had been one of the 
owners of this newspaper for more 
than 60 years, serving as editor and 
publisher for much of that tim e His 
son Charles T. Richardson retired 
two years ago after a 40-year career 
with the Progress Bulletin, first as 
business m anager and la te r as 
publisher 


In 1905 the senior Richardson and 
W. E. Stevens, the shop forem an, 
bought the Progress. Competition 
becam e even m ore brisk as Pomona 
grew From 1914 to 1916 the Progress 
was fighting for survival with the 
Bulletin and the Review. It incor­ 
porated in 1916 and took over the 
Review. 
In 1927 the afternoon Progress and 
the morning Bulletin m erged and 
five y e a rs la te r th e P ro g re ss 
Bulletin moved into a brand new 
building at Third and Thomas streets 
which it continues to occupy. 
The P rogress Bulletin in 1965 
purchased the Ontario Daily Report 
and two years later both newspapers 
becam e part of the Donrey Media 


Group which today is the fourth 
largest new spaper group in the na­ 
tion with h ead q u arters in F o rt 
Smith, Ark. Donald W. Reynolds, 
president of the group, is publisher of 
40 dailies and weeklies in nine states. 
The Progress Bulletin, with a cir­ 
culation of m ore than 41,000 daily, 
had its greatest growth in the post 
World War II period, requiring ex­ 
pansion of its production facilities, 
including new presses in 1958 and 
1972, the latter requiring the erection 
of a new building at the corner of 
Fourth Street and G arey Avenue.

Bilingual education is not new in 
Pomona. 
Some 104 years ago. when settlers 
here started a one-roottl school in the 
old Alvarado adobe, lessons were 
taught in English and Spanish. 
The Spanish-speaking settlers 
came into Calif orilla from Mexico. 
The English-speaking included im­ 
migrants from Europe Who had cros­ 
sed the continent 
The old adobe Stitt stands on Old 
Settlers Lane and bilingual education 
has made a complete cycle. It was 
phased out of the schools and for 
many years all lessons were taught 
in English. 
Then, during the early 1970s. 
bilingual education was phased back 
in. and now its expanding practice of 
teaching in both English and Spanish 
is bringing national recognition to 
the Pomona Unified School District 
Back in 1871. the settlers formed 
the Palomares School District to ad­ 
minister the adobe school. It was 
named after one Of the Original set­ 
tlers. Igrtaclo Palomares 
In 1888. when City of Pomona was 
incorporated, the name was changed 
n ''omona School District, ft offered 
Masses through ninth grade to ap­ 
proximately 600 students. 
A high school was added in 1889 in 
the old Central School building at the 
comer of Holt and Park avenues 
In 1904. the high school was moved 
into the old Emerson Junior High 
School on N. Gibbs Street, formerly 
known as the Garey Junior High 
School. 
ft remained there until Sept. 22. 


1924. when it moved into a neW ahd 
impressive Pomona High School 
building on E. Holt Avenue 
Pomona Junior College, founded in 
1915, moved into that building in 1926 
and remained there until 1946 when 
voters formed a junior college dis­ 
trict and Mt. San Antonio College 
opened in Walnut in quonset huts 
purchased from the government as 
military surplus. 
Records show that in 1925 it cost 
$88 42 to keep a child in school a year 
in Pomona (Eor 1975-76. it is going 
to cost $1.186.91.) There were 3.348 
young people enrolled. 175 in 
kindergarten. 2.265 in first through 
eighth grades, and 908 in ninth grade 
through junior college. (District 
enrollment for 1975-76. exclusive of 
adult education, is projected at 
19.170 » 
The high school-junior college 
boasted a 65-piece symphony 
orchestra that year. 
Numbers of students served and 
amounts of money spent steadily in­ 
creased as the years went by 
In 1954. the Pomona Unified School 
lAstrict was created. The unification 
combined the one high school and 
two elementary districts. Pomona 
(with nine elementary schools and 
one junior high) and Spadra. with 
one elementary school North Dia­ 
mond Bar lies within the old Spadra 
district. 
Following unification, the growth 
rate rapidly increased. Between 
1954 and 1964, the number of students 
in the district increased by about 
1.009 a year. 
A massive building program was 
launched. Ih 1956 voters approved a 


$7 million school eon«tri)ctton bond 
issue. 
On May 14. 1956. the Pomona High 
School was set on fire. The blaze 
destroyed the auditorium, gutted the 
central section of the large building 
and damaged both wings 
The 1.385 students were dismissed 
for the year, along with their 56 
teachers. 
Quickly school officials moved 23 
portable classrooms onto the site and 
ordered additional new classrooms 
built and the next fall opened 
Pomona High School once again 
In September of 1958. Ganesha 
High School was opened. Four vear* 
later, in 1962. a new Pomona High 
School and Garey High School were 
opened. 
District enrollment peaked at 
nearly 23.000 in 1969-70 and It has 
declined each year since. While 
elementary and secondary enroll­ 
ments have decreased, attendance in 
adult educ ation classes has greatly 
increased. 
Currently the district operates 
three regular high schools, one con­ 
tinuation high school, six junior high 
schools. 21 elementary schools, an 
extensive tlilldrens Center brogram, 
a huge Adult ftehdbl (Including some 
950 patients at Pacific State 
Hospital) and asslkts with an 
oduratinnal program at Casa Collna 
Hospital 
In fiscal 1974-75, the district ad­ 
ministered revenues totaling $31 9 
million, employed 1.911 men and 
women and had 19.674 boys arttf glHs 
in kindergarten through 12th gfade 
classes and 3.635 men and women 
enrolled in adult education classes, 
Ganesha Park was the first 


Parks for relaxation and recrea­ 
tion have been a part of Pomona s 
heritage almost since the founding of 
the city 100 years ago 
Its park system was established in 
1890 when I*. C. Tonner donated land 
at the base of the Mils In the 
northwest portion of the city for park 
use This land was enhanced by a 
4 ream from San Antonio Canyon 
and contained naturally lush growth 
of trees and plants 
Tonner was a scholar of East In­ 
dian literature and chose Ganesha. 
for the Hindu god of harvest and 
ruins as the park name 
For mahy years, the park larid 
donated by Tonner plus additions 
purchased from or donated by other 
pioneers lay somewhat neglected. In 
19(13. Pomonans voted $15,000 in 
bonds to improve the park, adding 
roads, paths, a bandstand and 
plantings. 
The park is still a focal point in the 
valley and contains many fine 
botanical trees and plants 


Garfield Park on E. Holt Avenue 
was established primarily through a 
deed of land from Cupt J T Brady. 
On Jan. 6. 1914. . P Paige obtained a 
10-ton palm tree from Ontario and 
had It planted in the park 
Centra!

For a consideration of $10. W. (1 
Halstead Fred J Smith and Fred E

Old rec ords of the eitv also show u 
Southern Pacific Park which 
bordered the railroad grounds 
betwtMSi Garev and Math Street 
In 1952. a survey of the city » 
recreation facilities revealed that 
the rapidly growing community 
lacked adequate facilities for its 
children and adults 
Westmont Park was d ev e lo p in 
tiie new tract area adja<*ent to the 
Westmont School in a cooperative 


program with the land developers, 
but other tracts springing up arOUhd 
the city also needed to be served.

The first orange trees were 
planted in Pomona about 1879, thus 
establishing the industry which was 
to be the city's economic'backbone 
for nearly a century. 
These trees were planted by a, 
member of the Palomares family on 
the rancho along N. Park Avenue. 
While most of the orange trees 
have been replaced by homes and the 
packing houses closed in the late 
1950s, the impact of citrus has yet to, 
completely fade. Many of the fine 
older homes which line the tree- 
shaded'streets in the center residen­ 
tial areas were financed by profits 
from the groves between the turn of 
the century and World War II. 
Cyrus Burdick was the first major 
citrus planter in the city. According 
to stories, he planted and watered 
the trees at night, with his wife 
holding a lantern, because hp 
believed that best results were ob­ 
tained that way. 
In 1881, James Loney and RP.; 
House planted seedling orange 
groves on what is now Wisconsin 
Street. In 1883. the first nave! orange 
trees were planted on the Kingsley 
tract by Frank P. Flrey. 
By 1885, 660 acre* of citrus groves 
were cultivated and irrigated in the 
valley. An abundant supply of water 
contributed to the development of 


the groves. The first water came 
from the San Antonio, Live Oak and 
San Dimas Canyons. 
With the sinking of the first arte­ 
sian well on Cathcart Place in 1878, 
the city appeared to have an endless 
water supply. Just after the turn of 
the century, 197 artesian wells 
flowed day and n*ght in the valley. 
Later, with the increased 
agricultural demand, water levels 
dropped and deep wells were sunk. 
Many of these wells are still in 
operation today. 
One of the first citrus packing 
houses to be established was built in 
1890 by Loud and Gerling. First used 
just for oranges, the firmexpapded 
to pioneer the stepping of dried fruit 
to Eastern United States and Euro­ 
pean markets. »Delicious fruits,

The men had been classmates 
at the College of Osteopathic 
Physicians and Surgeons and 
later both were internees at 
Los Angeles County Hospital. 
After serving their internship. 
Dr. Greenburg started a pri­ 
vate practice in Pomona and 
Dr. Eby worked for three 
years in Monterey. 
In 1943. however, they decid­ 
ed to open a hospital, finally 
Agreeing that the kteal loon 
tlon- and the one that would 
fit ihcir rather meager pocket-

With a loan from the First 


National 
Bank, 
the doctors 
opened the facility, starting 
with six beds and high hopes. 


On Oct. 15. 1950, the rn- 
cclcbratcd the opening of their 
new maternity wing, ihe fi>st 
in the state completed under 
the revised requirements of the 
then new Bureau of Hospitals. 
This provided ultra modern de­ 
livery and nursery facilities 
for about 50 mothers a month. 
In 1953. again on Oct. 15. the 
staff celebrated the opening of 
the new administration and 
pharmacy wing. Administra­ 
tors Clifford Powers, formerly 
of Pomona Valley Community 
Hospital, soon found that the 
enlarged quarters were hard 
pressed to handle the rapidly 
increasing load of sutgery. ma-4 
ternity, medical and emergen 


The hospital soon admitted its 
first patient, a maternity ease. 


followed in two hours by its 
second patient, the baby. 
Because those were the war 
years, the doctors, unable to 
get enough ration slips, told 
patients to bring their own 
toilet articles. Sometimes the 
.electric stove In the facility 
failed to work, 
and 
nurses 
would rush out to a neighbor’s 
house to 
cook 
the 
hospital 
meals. When it rained, the 
weathered roof leaked and bed 
pans were appropriately used. 
One night a skunk walked in 
as an “unannounced patient" 
but the nurses weren’t around 
to find out what his ailment 
was. They were out calling the 
police. 
With long hours of work 
and sacrifice, the little hospital 
war rationing, gradually in­ 
creasing

The two doctors enlisted the 
aid of four other ostepathic 
doctors.

cy cases. As zed space became 
increasingly Inadequate, the 1S 
doctors now practicing mort­ 
gaged themselves for another 
$130,000 to build a new medi­ 
cal and kitchen unit. 
In 1957, the new 20-bed unit 
with its stainless steel kitchen, 
dining rbom, and lounges was 
opened and immediately iilled. 
i 
The active Hospital Auxiliary 
donated funds from its Sick 
Baby p r o j ee t for pediatric 
tents and resu^itators. The 
stall now numbered 35 doc­ 
tors and 100 employes. Soon 
after the opening, Dr. Green­ 
burg died. 
Under the guidance of its 
board of directors, including 
Assemblyman Ernest R. Ged- 
des, the hospital then started 
plans to replace the old sur­ 
gery unit to conform with the 
latest 
standards of modern 
surgical practice. This time 
the doctors underwrote a loan 
of one-quarter million dollar*. 
The new operating and nurs­ 
ing unit has been under con­

months while regular activi-• 
ties of the rest of the hospital 
were continued partly in tem­ 
porary quarters. 
The new wing to be pre­ 
viewed at open house Sunday 
will provide modem quarters 
for 13 beds on the ground 
floor, bringing the total ca­ 
pacity to 55 beds. The base­ 
ment facilities provide for two 
ma¡or s u r g e r i e s with the 
latest style operating lights, 
oxygen ami gas connect tons, 
stalir-ptool fkx>m and rapid 
air 
interchange. A

with the latest type tables and 
x-ray equipment. A three-bed 
recovery room provides post- 
Ofwratlve cases with constant 
supervision before return to 
their own rooms. 
The hospital, staffed by 45 
physicians an surgeons, re­ 
turns to the community more 
than ^-million dollars annu­ 
ally in wages and pays taxes 
every year amounting to more 
than $i0.000.

associations. All staff doctors 
must be members of their 
state and national medical so­ 
cieties and specialists must be 
recognized by their respective 
national boards.

Park Avenue 
Hospital had added 49 beds 
by 1962 and had also in­ 
creased its staff from six 
to 40. 
Constantly building addi­ 
tions since it was founded 
by Dr. Richard Eby of 
Pomona and the late Dr. 
William Greenberg, the 
hospital added a $250,000 
surgical unit in 1960. 


Now 32 years old, the 50- 
bed hospital is fully ac­ 
credited by all state and 
federal agencies and has a 
medical staff of 24 active 
physicians plus 42 courtesy 
and c o n su lta n t s ta ff 
members, providing fami­ 
ly oriented and specialty 
surgical care in all depart­ 
ments.

California State Polytechnic University, Pomona is a 
public institution dedicated to the teaching of students, 
to exploration and to learning. Historically Cal Poly, 
Pomona has held a unique place among educational 
institutions end in society.

Becoming the sixteenth four- 
year state college in 1986 Cal 
Poly earned university status in 
1972. 


Ten years ago Cal Poly was a 
college with three divisions — 
agriculture, engineering and arts 
and sciences. Its polytechnic em­ 
phasis was then defined as educa­ 
tion in the applied fields of agri­ 
culture, engineering, business 
and home economics and the clo­ 
sely related fields of the physical 
and natural sciences and mathe­ 
matics.

In the last few years many col­ 
leges and universities across the 
country have experienced diffi­ 
culty in maintaining optimum en­ 
rollment levels, however, Cal 
Poly. Pomona has recorded a 
steady increase. 
In 1965-66 Cal Poly’s enroll­ 
ment comprised of 4555 students 


from 40 California counties, 70 
from 23 other states and 282 from 
39 foreign countries.

In 1911. the Pomona Tavern, better 
known as the Palomares, was com­ 
pletely destroyed by fire. A fireman 
was seriously injured fighting the 
blaze. 
The blaze was described as “the 
most disastrous fire in the history of 
Pomona. The Pomona Progress 
reported that the Pomona Tavern, 
erected as the Palomares by the 
Pomona Land and W ater Co. 
previous to 1896, represented a total 
investment of about $150,060.

Another major fire, causing an es­ 
timated $150,000, took place in 1929 
with the destruction of the Valley 
Box Co. extending over the south 
part of the block from Garey Avenue 
to Gibbs Street. 


“But stubborn firemen, playing 
hoses from every available plug in 
the district, saved two-thirds of the 
Curran Lumber Co. property in the 
same section,” reported the Pomona 
Progress Bulletin. One fireman was 
seriously injured.

Tragedy struck the department in 
1931 when a heart attack took the life 
of Fire Chief Jack Shewman, 60, a 
few hours after he had been on duty 
fighting a fire. 


Many Pomona citizens were a 
bit wrought up in 1891. In that 
year, Congress passed a bill 
known as "The Sweet Wine 
Law.* This law was enacted with 
the original intention of helping 
legitimate wine makers and vine 
growers by striking a blow at 
the so called unscrupulous mak­ 
ers of vinous products in large 
cities . . . But because of a cer­ 
tain clause in its wording, it al­ 
most put the Pomona Wine 
Company out of business. That 
clause read: "All wineries that 
fortify their wines with brandy 
must be located in a vineyard.’* 
Now the Pomona Wine Com­ 
pany was located on a railroad 
siding in the heart of the city 
and not in a vineyard . . . But, 
in order to comply with a strict 
interpretation of the new law, 
the owners had a small area of 
land adjacent to their winery 
planted to vines. 


Then one day the deputy in­ 
ternal revenue collector in Log 
Angeles paid Pomona a visit 
He took one look at the Pomona 
Wine Company’s "vineyard** and 
made an emphatic pronounce­ 
ment 
. . "That’s not a vine» 
yard," he stated, and further 
warned that the Pomona Wine 
Company was NOT to carry on 
business as usual that season. 
However, as is usually the 
case in such situations, the mat­ 
ter was taken under advisement 
and apparently a legal lexicog­ 
rapher was found who was able 
to reverse the internal revenue 
collector’s definition of when a 
vineyard was not a vineyard. At 
any rate, a month or two later 
the Pomona Progress reported: 
—"The Pomona Wipe Company 
shipped two cars of wine East 
the latter part of the week . . . 
They are sending one or two 
more cars this week." 


Eire department started in 1884 


¡Four years before the City of 
Pfemona was incorporated in 1888, 
the fire department was organized 
ofiginally as Pomona Hose Co. No. 1. 
ZTo pay for the initial equipment, a 
gtoup of 36 men, including J. M. Ar­ 
mour, held the first Fireman's Bail 
od Thanksgiving night and raised 
about $200. 
2A hand-drawn hose cart. 300 feet of 
fb*c hose, and nozzles w ere 
pqrchased. 


• f t small hose house for the cart 
was erected at the corner of First 
and Gordon streets. It is believed the 
hose cart cost about $125. 
The department today is a modem 
and efficient one under the command 
of Fire Chief John M. Fowlkes. 
Operating from the six stations are 
seven engine companies, two truck 
companies and two rescue com­ 
panies. which are a part of the truck 
companies. 
All units are equipped not only 
with the best in fire fighting tools, 
hut also with resuscitators to reach 
every area in the city within a mat­ 
ter of minutes. 
The department includes a fire 
suppression division made up of 
three battalion chiefs, 27 captains. 27 
tmgineers and 57 firemen, and a fire 
prevention bureau which includes a 
battalion chief, a fire marshall, two 
daptain inspectors and five firemen 
ihspectors. 
1 There are 12 fire cadets working 


under a federally sponsored program 
and five persons in the ad­ 
ministrative division. 
Last January, 92 years later, the 
department placed into service its 
latest piece of large equipment — a 
1,500-gallon-per-minute pumper — 
the first fire engine with automatic 
transmission to go into service in 
this department. This unit cost 
$55.000 
In 1964, the Public Safety Building, 
which houses the police department 
and f i r e h e a d q u a r t e r s , was 
dedicated. The cost was $1,560.000. 
In addition to the headquarters at 
590 S. Park Ave. there are 
neighborhood fire stations at 1059 N. 
White Ave., 708 N. San Antonio Ave., 
1980 W, Orange Grove Ave., 925 E. 
Lexington St., and 280 E. Bonita Ave. 
Fowlkes was appointed chief in 
1973, s u c c e e d i n g H a r r y J, 
Williamson. Fowlkes is the city's 
eighth permament fire chief since 
1915, when the first full-time fire 
chief was named. 
The history of* the department is a 
story of dedication, determination, 
heroism and of efforts to provide 
citizens with the best services possi­ 
ble with the resources available. 
In its infancy, the department was 
plagued with money problems and in 
1884. a Board of Fire Commissioners 
for Pomona was appointed by the 
lx»s Angeles County fire commis­ 
sioners. 


The board held a successful elec­ 
tion to form a fire district to he 
operated through tax assessments. 
Because of technical difficulties, the 
district did not actually become 
operational until 1885. 
During 1896-1887 a second-hand 
drawn hose cart. 200 feet of fire hose 
and a fire hell were purchased, and 
with the incorporation of Pomona in 
1888, fixtures of the fire department 
of the Town of Pomona to the City of 
Pomona took place. 
The first piece of fire equipment 
ever ordred by the City of Pomona 
was a hook and ladder truck at a cost 
of $562. This was placed in service 
the tatter part of 1898. More equip­ 
ment was added in the following 
years as the department continued to 
grow. 
A two-story fire hall was built in 
1890 but nine years later was 
relocated from the property of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad when the 
SPRR granted a franchise to the 
power company to run lines through 
the location. The hall was moved to 
the southwest corner of First and 
Main streets. At this time, the city 
hired its first full-time fireman- 
janitor at the rate of $40 per month. 
In April of 1906, a fire, described 
by the Pomona Daily Progress as 
“the most disastrous fire, from a 
financial point of view, that Pomona 
has ever had," caused an estimated 
$40.000 damage on the Brady block at 


In' 1939, fire swept through the 
auditorium of Fremont Junior High 
School at Ninth Street and Garey- 
One fireman was reported severely 
injured and three other firemen were 
seriously hurt. 


One of the largest fires in recent 
years was one which destroyed the 
old Pomona High School on Holt 
Avenue in 1956.

Once upon a time there | 
was a Pomona that has 
long since faded into the 
quiet oblivion that in­ 
evitably comes to all com­ 
munities where progress 
takes over. The passing 
years, like rank, creeping 
tropic vegetation, have 
obliterated almost all 
traces of that town was — 
the town that moat of gs 
never knew — but its 
memory lingers hatmtingiy 
on in the yellowed and 
mildewing pages of 
another century's Pomona 
newspapers.

those ancient newspapers. 
As Kipling once said, they 
are written “in jesting 
guise but ye are wise and 
ye know what the jest is 
worth.”

He had raced it for 
some distance, but finally the 
plane, which was traveling at 
approximately 40 m i l e s per 
h o u r , h a d out-distanced the 
Alco car. However, the motorist 
stated, w-hen last he saw the 
Banshee it appeared that Mas­ 
son had lost his way and was 
heading in a d i r e c t i o n that 
would take him well north of 
Pomona. 
There was Immediate talk of 
organizing a searching party 
but before plans could be agreed 
upon, a farmer’s Tin Lizzy came 
bumping onto the field, and out 
stepped Aviator Masson. 
The Alco car owner had boon 
right. Masson had lost his way, 
and finding himself low on gaso­ 
line as well as lost, he had made 
an emergency landing in a field 
two miles beyond Cucamonga. 
Thus ended the great Los An- 
geles-Pomona nonstop airplane 
flight—But even though he did 
not land in Pomona, Aviator 
Masson had set a new nonstop 
distance record for airplanes in 
Southern California. 


When we speak of aviation 
firsts, let’s not forget Pomona. 
Early one January morning 
in 1911, a crowd of 6,000 Po- 
monans gathered to witness the 
completion of what was adver­ 
tised as the longest nonstop air­ 
plane flight ever scheduled in 
Southern California. It was Po­ 
mona Day and the feature at­ 
traction for that occasion was 
to be an airplane flight from 
Los Angeles to Pomona by 
Aviator Masson in a Curtis bi­ 
plane knowm as the Banshee. 
At 7:05 a.m. word had been 
wired from Los Angeles that 
Masson had rolled the Banshee 
out of Its hangar and taken to 
the air. Now, at just a few min­ 
utes before 8 a.m., the crowd 
was eagerly awaiting the land­ 
ing in Pomona. But no airplane 
appeared — Minutes passed and 
the crowd became restive, then 
suddenly a fast Alco car dashed 
onto the field. Its driver re­ 
ported that he had left Los An­ 
geles at 6:30 and that the Ban­ 
shee, which had taken off a half 
hour later, had caught up with 
him at about the vicinity of La

40,000 visitors to exhibits in rented tents. Rows 
of cars can be seen lined up outside the small 
grounds.

'Visitors to the 17-day exhibition in 
T974. An additional 527.209 persons 
utilized the many facilities during 
;!iw year at the 487-acre grounds 
’located a tsthe northwest corner of 
Pomona. 
The fair concept was inspired by a 
modest community industrial show 
•ih 1921. This temporary show was on 
’a vacant lot adjacent to the Southern 
'Pacific Depot in Pomona. 
The following spring. Jack Affler- 
baugh, a drug store proprietor, L. E. 
.Sheets, a music store owner, and 
several other businessmen met in 
the back of the drug store to organize 
some type of an event which would 
draw people to Pomona. The Rose 
Parade in Pasadena and the San Ber- 
tftardino Orange Show were already 
* established 
; 
The idea drew a chilly response 
*)ront both the Chamber of Com- 
*m erce and the C ity C ouncil. 
N evertheless, the small group per­ 
siste d . Their research showed that 
♦ihe only county fair held thus far had 
»failed, so no county fair was being 
Ulold ,n the Los Angeles area at the 
' < line. 
‘ 
The group of Pomonans incor­ 
p o ra te d in 1922 as a nonprofit. 


organisation to sponsor the Los 
Angeles County Fair. 
Then cam e the struggle for funds 
and a site. 
Pomona city fathers were induced 
to buy 43 acres from the Vejar estate 
for $43,000. The land, located at the 
city limits just north and west of 
flanesha Park, was planted to beets 
and grain. 
Harvesters were at work in one 
part of the field while preliminary 
construction was started in another 
section. 
Six months before the show was 
scheduled to open for the first time, 
some $28,000 worth of stock was sold 
to local businessm en. The Los 
Angeles County Board of Supervisors 
appropriated $10,000. some $15,000 
was realized by assessments and an 
additional $30,000 was provided by 
three local banks. 
Work on the new fairgrounds 
started July 6. A half-mile race track 
was scooped out and a small frame 
grandstand was erected to hold 4,000 
spectators. 
While several small buildings were 
completed, 
the exhibitors were 
housed in rented second-hand tents 
But the first fair was judged a huge 
success and the future of the idea 
seemed assured. 
Since parimutuel wagering was 
started at the fair in 1933, the exhibit 
has been practically self-supporting 
except for some support from the 
Division of Fairs and Expositions. 


Each year, improvements have 
been made. The tents and flimsy 
buildings have given way to some 200 
perm anent structures. The hugh 
Palace of Agriculture was finished in 
1930 and destroyed by fire on Oct. 3. 
1941. three days after the fair had 
closed. It was rebuilt and returned to 
use again in 1948 when the first post­ 
war fair was held. 
On April 4, 1942. the Wartime Civil 
Control Administration of the 4th 
Army took over the fairgrounds as a 
relocation center for enemy aliens 
and Japanese-Americans. 
Temporary barracks were built on 
the parking lots. Dining halls, 
warehouses and a small hospital 
were constructed. 
By May 27 of that year, the popula­ 
tion at the center reached a peak of 
5.428 men. women and children. The 
Japanese-American families were 
then transported to Wyoming, and 
w ere replaced by G erm an and 
Italian prisoners of war sent here to 
work in the citrus groves. 
After the war. stock barns were 
rebuilt and many improvements ad­ 
ded. including the floral building 
which was dedicated in 1952. 
The present buildings and grounds 
are valued at more than $25 million 
and nearly 5.000 persons are required 
to put on the fair. 
It is still a self-supporting, non­ 
profit corporation with a board of 
directors elected each year. It will 
be held Sept. 12 through 28

Ahern and Reynolds made a strong 
pitch before the executive commit­ 
tee. The committee agreed to grant a 
sanction for the first tournament 
providing Pom ona High School 
would sponsor the activity and ac­ 
cept the responsibility for its 
management. 
Baseball in Southern California 
seemed on its last legs and it was 
reasoned that no particular harm 
, could come to the CIF if the tourna­ 
ment was a flop. 
The first invitational baseball tour­ 
nament was held on the weekend of 
may 5 and 6, 1933 with 28 teams. Last 
March the 40th annual event was 
held with 32 teams. Only in 1943, due 
to the war, and 1958 because of rain, 
has the tournament failed to be 
played 
The tournament readied its peak 
in 1938 and 1939 when 48 teams com­ 
peted each year. In 1970 a 18-team 
junior varsity division was added 
The 20-30 club had a hand in every 
tournament until 1980. Actually the 
1944 and 1945 tournaments were run 
by the city recreation department. 
The K iw anis Club of G re a te r 
l*omona sponsored the tournament 


in 1961 and 1982. 
Since that time the Pomona Elks 
Lodge 789 has coordinated the event 
between Pomona High and the 
Pomona P ark s and Recreation 
Department. 
During the early years it was 
Ahem. Acres and Carl Bruner who 
carried the heavy work load. More 
recently it has been Gordon Taylor, 
Merle Wooten and Phil La Pierre 
spearheading the tournament com­ 
mittee. 
No tournament in the country can 
claim as many participants who 
have gone on to major league fame 
as the Pomona event. The two that 
standout are Ted Williams and 
Jackie Robinson. 
Locally the names of Bill Singer, 
Rollie Fingers, Rich Coggins, Marty 
and Joe Keough. Bill Campbell, Hal 
Reniff, Larry Maxie and Ken Hubbs 
brings back fond memories. 
When one looks back at Pomona's 
first 100 years, it is the baseball tour­ 
nament that heads the list of sporting 
events. Because of the support the 
citizens have always given, the tour­ 
nament will indoubtedly celebrate 
its 140th anniversary in the year 2075.

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Construction of the Pomona Post office at the 
corner of Mission Boulevard and Thomas 
Street followed many years of negotiations. It 
now stands empty and plagued by vandals. 
Getting post office 
wasn't easy

Although completed only 44 years 
ago, after more than a decade of bit- 
ter political in-fighting, Pomona’s 
old post building will stand silent and 
vacant as the city celebrates its 
100th anniversary. 
It was Sept. 2, 1931 when the post 
office was dedicated at Thomas and 
Fourth streets downtown. The 
dedication ended the city’s 12-year 
battle with Washington, D.C. — a 
battle that at times totally frustrated 
Pomona's citizens. 
Through World War I, Pomona’s 
postal needs were served out of a 
small rented office downtown. At 
Christmas time, a storage room had 
to be rented to accommodate holiday 
packages. 
In 1920 a Pomona Chamber of 
C o m m e r c e c o m m i t t e e was 
organized to spearhead the city's at­ 
tempt to secure a post office and 
federal building to serve the city and 
valley population of 50,000. 
* Their hopes were quickly raised a 
year later when Congressman 
W alter F. Lineberger included 
Pomona in a bill for the construction 
of new federal buildings. The legisla- 
however, died on the House 
in 1922 — the first of a series of 


legislative defeats to be suffered by 
Pomona in succeeding years. 
In 1924 a let ter-writing campaign 
by residents again got Pomona in­ 
cluded in proposed legislation, but 
the city was overlooked when the 
final draft of the bill was approved 
by Congress. 
What really irked local citizens 
was Congressional approval in 1925 
of post office facilities in Long 
Beach, San Pedro and San Bernar­ 
dino. 
Indignant residents and chamber 
officials, upon learning of the other 
c itie s ’ good fo rtu n e , w ired 
Lineberger a sarcastic telegram that 
read simply “How About Pomona.’’ 


The sam e pattern continued 
through most of the 1920s until 
Pomona citizens took a new ap­ 
proach to cut through the political 
fog in Washington. 


Citizens and business leaders 
donated some $45.000 for the 
purchase of the Thomas and Fourth 
streets site, which was then occupied 
by the Episcopal Church. The site 
was then sold to the federal govern­ 
ment in April 1930 for $15.000 on con­ 
dition that a federal building be 
erected.

Pomona, at last, was to have its post 
office. 
True to form, the actual construc­ 
tion process was also delayed and it 
was not until late 1931 that the post 
office opened its doors. The building 
also housed various federal offices 
serving the valley area, such as the 
Department of Agriculture. 
The official dedication was a gala 
affair held at night as the grand 
master of Masons in California set 
the cornerstone. 
That day’s edition of the Progress- 
Bulletin reported the introduction of 
and speeches by scores of local, state 
and federal dignitaries as most of 
Pomona's citizenry looked on. 
The post office building was to 
serve Pomona for som e four 
decades, until the construction of the 
new post office at White and 
Monterey avenues, which was built 
without years of debate. 
The old building will probably be 
torn down (at great expense because 
it was so well constructed) when 
development is approved for the site 
at Garey Avenue and Mission 
Boulevard. 
There does, however, remain some 
chance that a developer would 
restore the building for use as a 
restaurant, office space or some 
other business.

Under Lyter, the police 
d ep artm en t b ecam e 
motorized, but because of 
the number of accidents on 
motorcycles, patroling on

Four years later, the 
motorcycle patrols were 
reinstated in an effort to 
keep up with a growing 
traffic work load. 
Tragic circumstances 
led to the final phasing out 
of the motorcycle patrols. 


In 1957, motorcycle offic­ 
er Carlo A. Poggetto 
b ecam e 
the second 
Pomona motorcycle of­ 
ficer in three years to die 
in the line of duty. Police 
motorcycles were ordered 
grounded. 
In 1968, Pomona became 
the first valley city and one 
of the first nationally to 
use helicopter surveil­ 
lance to com plem ent 
ground units with the start 
of the Helicopter Avail­ 
able for Local Observation 
(HALO) program. 
During the World War II 
years, the Pomona Police 
Department took on added 
responsibilities, including 
the enforcement of black­ 
outs, apprehending draft 
d o d g e rs, and in its 


cooperation with the local 
office of the Office of Price 
Administration in matters 
dealing with gas rationing. 
Lyter served as police 
chief for 10 years. Four 
other men occupied the 
post at various times until 
1949 when Ralph E. Parker 
became Pomona’s young­ 
est chief at the age of 28. 
Parker had first joined 
the force in 1942, with a 
two-year absence from 
1944 to 1946 to serve in the 
U.S. Navy. At the time of 
his promotion to police 
chief, he had been ser­ 
geant in charge of the 
department’s traffic divi­ 
simi.

D uring Its 64-year 
history, the Pomona Police* 
^Department has grown 
rftom the initial city police 
force of six men to the pre­ 
sent personnel strength of 
■ 162, including 141 sworn of-

Since its beginning, the 
|J department's law enforce­ 
ment role has been one of 
continuous change to meet 
the needs of the changing 
times. 
Thus at various periods, 
the department has found 
,»»itself in different capa­ 
cities. In the 1920s and 
f 


1930s, police duties includ­ 
ed going after the boot­ 
leggers and during World 
.If ar II. after the draft 
rlrti rlrw — 
aoagers. 
Though Pomona was 
incorporated in 1888, the 
department' did not come 
into existence until the 
adoption of a city charter 
in 1911. 
Henry P. Tracy, a well 
driller by trade, was 
named police chief on May 
16 of that year at a salary 
of $100 a month and $4,008 
of the city budget was ap- 
pvoved for one year’s oper- 
ation of the police depart- 
J ment. 
*1 
By comparison, the de- 
•C partment s budget for 
1975-76 totals $3,418,093. 
Before the organization 
of the department, a con­ 
stable was the peace of­ 
ficer for the Pomona area, 
then a part of the San Jose 
Township. This constable 
arrangement continued for 
years after 1911. 
During the period of the 
co n sta b les, one man 
emerges in history as an 
esp ecially 
legendary 
figure. This was constable 
Frank Slanker, a man 
widely respected and 
ired by the people, 
anker’s unique meth­ 
ods for catching criminals 
is exemplified in a story 
still making the rounds to­ 
day.

When miners and sheep- 
herders complained about 
being “rolled” behind the 
saloons on payday, Blank­ 
er disguised himself as an 
old miner, took a few 
drinks in a saloon, then 
pretended to pass out in the 
back yard of the saloon. 
When the robbers ap­ 
proached to empty the 
pockets of the next “vic­ 
tim,” Slanker pulled out a 
pistol out of his left boot 
and arrested them. 
Tracy was accidentally 
killed in 1915 and was 
succeeded as police chief 
by Albert W. Lyter. Lyter’s 
police-enforcing problems 
were compounded with the 
advent of Prohibition 
(1920-33) and In dealing 
with 
unauthorized 
«deputies. 
On April 15, 1923, Lyter 
and three of his men 
uncovered one of the most 
complete stills ever found 
in the Pomona area since 
the Wright Act had gone 
into effect. 
Confiscated was a 50- 
gallon barrel of wine, three 
gallons of brandy, 48 
gallons of raisin mash, a 
five-gallon copper still and 
a perfect coil. 
Newspapers initially 
prominently reported such 
raids on the front page, but 
as time wore on and such 
news became more com­ 
mon. bootlegging was rele­ 
gated to the inside pages 
unless 
there 
was 
something 
extraordinary 
about the illegal opera­ 
tions. 
Lyter’s problems with 
unauthorized deputies 
became more acuta when a 
robber, known as the 
Badge Bandit, attacked a 
score of women and 
committed many robber­ 
ies while posing as a depu­ 
ty sheriff. 
It bad becom e the 
custom of the polffce 
department to give badge« 
to firms who in turn gave 


them to their employes 
who acted as plant guards. 
And men who were depu­ 
tized failed to return the 
badges after their assign­ 
ments were over. 
When the attacker was 
arrested, he reportedly 
said he had purchased his 
badge on the street for $2. 
Additionally, a bootlegger 
was arrested with a badge 
he claimed he obtained 
when deputized under a 
former administration. 
Lyter ordered all badges 
not property authorized 
recalled and forbade the 
future issuance of badges 
except to official police. 


Prohibition was re­ 
pealed in 1933, but city 
police, acting under city 
regulations, continued to 
enforce laws against the 
sale of liquor until a 
number of years later.

CongregationaHsts founded Pomona College 


Noi too long after the founding of 
Pomona, a group of dedicated 
churchmen and laymen met in the 
city to establish Pomona College 
which was finally incorporated on 
Oct. 14, 1887. 
* Having rejected sites in Beaumont 
Mid Redlands, the group, comprised 
primarily- of CongregationaHsts, felt 
the ideal college location would be on 
a mesa near the foothills five miles 
forth of Pomona. The land had just 
tome into the hands of H. A. Palmer, 
one of the most active supporters of 
the m ovem en t and of the 
Congregational Church in Pomona. 
Mr. Palmer gave 80 acres to the 
college founders and two sisters * 
visiting from Boston, the Misses 
Wheeler, spending the winter in 
Pomona, added an adjacent 40 acres 
Of land. Other persons gave thou­ 
sands of dollars. The resulting sub­ 
scription of land and money totaled 
$160.000. 
In his 1914 book, “The Story of 
Pomona College,” C. B. Sumner, one 
Of the first trustees and the second 
president of the college, wrote that 
the newly founded college felt the 
impact of the financial recession 
then hitting the nation. The Rev. 
Charles B. Sheldon of Pomona was 
another of the nine original founders. 
Because of the existing general 
depression many of the backers of 
the small college were unable to 
meet their pledges. 
But. on the other hand, the reces­ 
sion did benefit the college in one 
way. 
Hotel Claremont, built at a cost of 
$22,000 to meet the anticipated influx 
of visitors into this rich valley, along 
with 260 acres of land in Claremont 
was given to the college when the 
boom failed to materialize and the 
speculators went broke. This former 
hotel is now Sumner Hall, the pre­ 


sent administration building of 
Pomona College. 
With appropriate ceremonies, a 
cornerstone was laid for the college 
in the Piedmont mesa and construc­ 
tion was started. Then It was aban­ 
doned when the trustees accepted 
the hotel and land in Claremont. 
So that classes could begin without 
delay, the college opened for instruc­ 
tion in a small rented house then 
located at the corner of Mission 
Boulevard and White Avenue, 
Pomona, in Sept. 1,1888. (This house 
has been moved and is still occupied 
in South Pomona.) 
In April of that same year, Mr. 
Sumner had resigned as pastor of the 
Congregational Church to assume 
administration of the college. 
In his hook, Sumner describes the 
five-room college in glowing terms. 
He said “The vine-covered arbor fur­ 
nished a much-needed, extra recita­ 
tion room” and “ The double parlors 
made a good assembly room, and the 
kitchen with its stove and slide was 
the laboratory for scientific study.” 
A faculty of six, all chosen “with 
extreme care” began classes that 
fall with students from as far away 
as Ojai, their parents, trustees and 
townsmen attending the first-day 
ceremony. 
While the house in Pomona served 
as the college's home only a brief 
time, the name “ Pomona” had 
become so definitely fixed to the in­ 
stitution that it was retained when 
the campus moved to the unfinished 
hotel in Claremont the following 
January. 
Sumner Hall served as class­ 
rooms, dormitory, dining room and 
administration of the small college 
for several years until the expansion 
began. By 1889, the Pomona College 
Glee Club was established and the 
first college newspaper was in print. 


Seven graduates were in the first 
class to receive diplomas in 1894. 
Even before the college was open 
for classes, books had been donated. 
Along with the books, several groups 
annually donated money for books 
and periodicals. 
In 1895, the school newspaper, 
“ Student Life,” commented that 
while there was adequate reading 
material, “ a library with adequate 
space was sorely needed.” 
Through a {Hedge of $25,000 by 
Andrew Carnegie, to be matched by 
the college, and the donation by 
Claremont citizens to help acquire 
the land, a library was started. The 
cornerstone of the Carnegie Library 
(now Hall) was laid on Feb. 22,1907. 
At the sam e time, a museum, 
Brackett Observatory and other 
halls were under construction. 
Later, students moved from 
Sumner Hall to newly constructed 
dormitories and The Claremont Inn 
was constructed as a major dining 
hall, inn and meeting place. The 
famous landmark, demolished just a 
few years ago, stood at the corner of 
College and Bonita avenues, Clare­ 
mont. For many years, it was the 
home of the University Club and the 
setting for receptions, speeches and 
meetings. Its rooms sheltered the 
fa m o u s 
p e r s o n a l i t i e s 
and 
educational leaders who visited from 
around the world. 


The college soon established its 
world-wide reputation as a center for 
learning and continued to grow. 
Many of its present buildings have 
resuited from pledged and donations 
of supporters of private education. * 


Pomona College completed its 87th 
year of instruction with 1,333 stu­ 
dents enrolled in 1974-75. The 705 
men and 628 women represented all 


parts of the United States and 38 
foreign countries. 
The founding member of the Clare­ 
mont Colleges, a group of six af­ 
filiated colleges, Pomona has be«« 
joined by Scripps College, es­ 
tablished In 1927, Claremont 
Graduate School, Claremont Men's 
College, Harvey Mudd College and 
Pitzer College, all founded since 
World War II. 
The six colleges cooperate in their

academic programs and in the use of 
common facilities. Including 
libraries, auditoriums, medical and 
business services. 
The M abel Shaw B r i d g e s 
Auditorium of the colleges, built in 
the 1920s, has been used during the 
years by the entire valley as its com­ 
munity auditorium for concerts by 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic 
Auditorium, ballets, operatic stars, 
and for commencement ceremonies 


and political rallies. 
The Imposing auditorium « 4 
closed this summer because it doe« 
not meet present fire and safety 
standards.

From a cornerstone laid on a moan 
above the valley, Pomona CoUegy 
has grown steadily. It now occupies

Members of the two 
churches filled the posts of 
the City Council and city 
offices and on the Chamber 
of Commerce, in the youth 
organizations and civic 
clubs. 
Most of the Brethren 
became ranchers and col­ 
lege teachers, with some 
combining both. 
The community also 
drew a good many retired 
farmers from the East and 
Midwest. Young people 
were drawn to the college 
from the settlements of 
Brethren all along the 
Pacific Coast and a few 
from Canada. When they 
returned to their home 
states or took teaching 
positions in other com­ 
munities they proved to be 
a good advertisement for 
the college and the com­ 
munity. 
Methodist men gave 
leadership in business and 
banking and in the dtfus 
industry both as growers 
and in developing the 
c o o p e ra tiv e packisg 
houses 
* 
Until after World War II 
little thought was given to 
those of Mexican heritage 
who lived "south of the 
tracks.” They worked in 
the groves and packing 
houses and lived to 
themselves. They had 
managed to baild for 
t h e m s e l v e s a s m a l l 
Catholic church and ar­ 
ranged for pastoral care.; 
T h e ir fellow Anglo! 
Catholics attended church; 
in Pomona. Their impact 
on the life of the com-1 
munity was minimal. 
Some who had lived in La 
Verne all of their lives 
bear scars of that time, of 
tlie indignities of attending 
segregated schools and be­ 
ing treated with minimum 
courtesies. 
Almost from the beginn­ 
ing La Verne proved to be a 
good place to grow fruit. 


By the 1920s the citrus in­ 
dustry dominated the com­ 
munity. The lives of nearly 
all of the people were af­ 
fected by the rise and fall 
of the temperature which 
might wipe out a crop of 
oranges overnight, as did 
happen in 1913, or by a fluc­ 
tuating market. 
D u ring 
the 
G r e a t 
Depression of the 1930s 
there was another influx of 
people to La Verne. Forced 
out of their homes and 
farms in Arkansas and 
Oklahoma by adverse con­ 
ditions many came to 
California seeking work. 
Some came to La Verne 
and worked in the citrus 
houses and orchards. They 
sent for their kinfolk and 
they stayed because small­ 
town La Verne seemed 
like home at least a little. 
Many erf them were of the 
Baptist faith so they 
formed a Baptist Church. 
Their Southern speech can 
be heard throughout the 
community. 
After World War II the 
influx into La Verne realty 
began with a concurrent 
problem in the citrus 
orchards. By 1946 the 
g ro w e rs became in­ 
creasingly uneasy as their 
orange trees did not seem 
to be showing normal 
growth during the spring 
nor did the fruit produced 
seem to be sizing up nor 
have the quality as in 
former years. 
All kinds of tests were 
run by horticulture ex­ 
perts, but no answer could 
be found nor any remedy 
suggested. For a better 
term they called it the 
"quick decline.” As the 
poorer groves became un­ 
productive they were al­ 
lowed to die. The land was 
sold to developers and 
housing took the place of 
groves Only a few groves 
now remain and those 
which do remain produce 
scarcely enough fruit to 
pay the water bill, is the 
statement of the owners. 


As throughout its history 
La Verne continues to 
draw people because it 
seems something like the 
"hometown” they left back 
in Pennsylvania, or Ohio or 
Indiana or Arkansas or 
Tennessee. Their coming 
has changed it beyond 
recognition even as they 
have tried to keep it as it 
was when they came. The 
college still draws young 
people, even in greater 
numbers and variety of 
backgrounds than ever. 
Only a small minimum of 
students now come from 
Brethren homes. 
The people of Mexican 
heritage who have lived in 
La Verne continuously 
since the early 1900s 
probably see the greatest 
changes. They have com­ 
prised one of the most 
stable segments of the

C of C has always 
Cal p°ly 
helped development

Pomona has changed, grown and 
developed astoudingly during the last 
100 years The Pomona Chamber of 
Commerce, closely tied in with the 
development of the community, has 
often been the force behind the 
change, growth and development. 
Organized under the name of the 
Board of Trade on Nov. 15, 1888 the 
group Was formed during a rapid 
population increase period (from 800 
population to 3.500 in four years) a 
phenomena which has happened 
repeatedly during Pomona's 100 
years. 
To serve and promote the new 
community the board prepared the 
circulated nationally a booklet with a 
glowing description of the city and 
the valley called ‘‘The Land of Fruits 
and Flowers.” To bring people to 
Pomona (growth was one of the 
major goals of all elements of the 
community) pamphlets and an ex­ 
hibit were sponsored at the Chicago 
Fair of 1891. 
Advertising in the San Francisco 
Chronicle was used to entice the 
newcomers to California who came 
by ship. At the St. Louis World’s Fair 
in 1904. Pomona had an exhibit of 
lantern slides prepared by the Board 
of Trade. Weekly excursions from 
Los Angeles to Pomona w ere 
organized to advertise the area. The 
secretary of the board drove visitors 
all over the valley, 'the was allowed 
five cents a mile for expenses). 
The first permanent office for the 
group was the upper flat of the First 
National Bank Building. Rent was 
$25 a month. Membership dues 
were $1 a month and if a member did 
not pay for three consecutive months 
he was stricken from the records. 
On June 17, 1913 the Board of 
Trade. Pomona Business Men's As­ 
sociation and Pomona Realty Board 
consolidated to form the Chamber of 
Commerce. Dues were set at $10 a 
year. 
Since 1913 had been the winter of 
the disastrous frost which was so 
costly to the agriculture of the area, 
the chamber s first project was to 
assu re b e tte r local w eath er 
forecasts. This, of course, gave the 
citrus growers a chance to protect 
their trees and crops 
Prior to World War I the chamber 
w orked on a d v e rtisin g and 


promoting Pomona and for good 
roads for the area and flood control. 
They were able to achieve dams in 
the San Antonio wash. 
During the war years, the chamber 
attracted war industries to Pomona 
and served as a morale builder. 
In the early 1929s and era of adver­ 
tising to bring people to Pomona was 
instituted by the chamber. 
People were beginning to move out 
of the Ix)s Angeles city district and 
Pomona was a good settling place for 
the new suburban population To en­ 
courage this trend the Pomona 
chamber maintained an exhibit on 
local advantages at the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce and gave lec­ 
tures there on Pomona. 
During the Great Depression the 
chamber organized a program of 
prorating the work force to ease un­ 
employment. Pomona was not hit ex­ 
tremely hard by depression, in com­ 
parison to many parts of the country, 
but the extensive publicity program 
bidding for residents was temporari­ 
ly set aside. By the late 1930s the 
chamber again concentrated on 
publicity for the area An illustrated 
page in the Official Tourist and 
Guide (a copy of which was given to 
every tourist as he entered the state) 
saw to it that Pomona was the first 
city new Californians read about 
when entering the state. 
At this time the chamber began to 
look into the possibility of obtaining 
metropolitan water. Finally in 1948. 
after the end of World War II, 
Pomona was adm itted to the 
Metropolitan Water District. In 1949. 
the chamber proposed formation of 
the Pomona Valley Municipal Water 
District and it was approved This 
was the first step toward bringing 
Colorado River water to the area to 
supplement Pomona's supply 
World War II brought another im­ 
mense increase in the population of 
Pomona with a number of defense 
plants operating in the valley as well 
as an influx of military personnel 
who were stationed in the area. 
Providing housing during the critical 
housing shortage was one of the 
chamber’s major programs 
Post war economic planning was 
begun late in the war years. Through 
these efforts 27 new industries 
startt>d operations in Pomona in 1946 
while only two w ar-related in- 


It was in May of 1925 that cereal 
baron W.K. Kellogg of Battle Creek. 
Mich., purchased 400 acres of roll­ 
ing. tree-studded land three miles 
west of Pomona. 
By October of that same year. 
Kellogg was building a mansion that 
still stands, even though his ranch in 
1949 Was deeded to the state for the 
use of California State Polytechnic 
College. 
Because of the Arabian horse 
shows started by Kellogg, the ranch 
was known throughout the state as a 
showplace and a ttra c te d both 
celebrities and horse fanciers. 
Kellogg shipped In over $200.000 
worth of Arabian horses in 1926 and 
opened the ranch to the public. 
In 1929. according to an article in 
the Progress Bulletin, over 60.000 
persons had visited the ranch in one 
vear. This figure rose to 86,119 in 
1931. 
The first plane to land at Kellogg 
Ranch was a single-engine biwing, 
open cockpit plane which touched 
down on Dec 13.1927 The airport 
was later closed because of a 
downdraft from nearby hills and the 
short runway. 
Kellogg had spent two winters in 
Pomona before purchasing the ranch 
and wintered here many years 
afterward. 
In 1930, Kellogg purchased an ad­ 
ditional 425 acres for the ranch. 
Spanish designed buildings, ponds 
and gardens were added to the es­ 
tate. 


dustries left. 
During this period the chamber 
was active in pushing freeway con­ 
struction to the area. The Pomona 
Freeway was planned in 1949 and in 
1954 the San Bernardino Freeway 
was dedicated through Pomona. 
In the 1950s the chamber was in­ 
volved in a city beautification cam­ 
paign. formation of Christmas Tree 
U ne was part of this. The chamber 
also worked developing closer 
relationships with city officials, 
elected representatives and other 
Chambers and associations. 
In 1957, a new industrial depart­ 
ment and industrial program, jointly 
financed by the chamber and the city 
and operated by the chamber was the 
biggest single operational effort of 
the chamber during those years.

The Sunday horse shows continued 
to draw crowds to the valley until 
World War II when the ranch was 
given to the federal government for 
an Army remount station. 
The rejnount sta tio n was 
liquidated at the end of the war and 
the ranch returned to the W.K. 
Kellogg Foundation. 
The ranch became a part of 
California’s educational system In 
1949 and the horse shows started 
again. Just last year, the shows were 
changed from the first Spanish- 
styled stable with a wooden show 
ring to the new Arabian horse show 
center on the campus. 
While Cal Poly was well es­ 
tablished at its San Luis Obispo 
campus many years before, the un­ 
iversity’s first experience in 
Southern California began in 1938. At 
that time, a Cal Poly campus was es­ 
tablished on the 150-acre Voorhis 


School for Boys in San Dimas when 
that land was donated to California 
by the Charles B. Voorhis family. 
The present campus, the Kellogg 
ranch, became the center for the un­ 
iversity’s instructional program in 
1956. 
Once a polytechnic school, Cal 
Poly now offers botò specific and 
liberal arts education and special 
program — aU of the qualities and 
diversity of a university. Of its six 
schools, the School of Arts, with 
emphasis cm liberal arts and the 
humanities, has the largest enroll­ 
ment. 
When it opens for the fall quarter 
on Sept. 18, a record number of stu­ 
dents — 11.750 — will attend classes. 
This is an increase of 650 over last 
fall’s enrollment. 
There are 500 fulltime faculty 
members. 22 of whom are new to the 
campus.

The house has been com­ 
pletely done over by the 
studio's set designers 
Hiller wanted a special 
look. 
“ Everything is just a bit 
off," Hiller said. “ Notice 
that it all doesn’t quite 
match.

They were ready to shoot 
the scene, whi<?h was 
heavy and dram atic. 
Before Hiller called for 
• ACTION,” Steiger would 
pace up and down, shake 
his arm, fiddle with his 


• hat. He was like a pitcher, 
getting ready to make a 
delivery. 
It was long and tedious 
work. Many takes were 
required before everyone 
was satisfied. If Hiller 
liked it, Steiger didn’t If 
both of them were happy, 
I Valerie Perrine was un­ 
happy. 
Producer Jay Weston, 
watching the work, kept 
marvelling over Steiger’s 
work and his dedication. 
“ He’s an incredible 
man,” Weston said. “ He is 
living this part. His wife 
tells me that Rod talks like 
Fields at home, consUntly. 
He got into the part by 
listening to recordings of 
Fields. 
“ I gave him a set of 
records and a print of 
Fields’ movie, ‘Tlie Bank 
Dick.* Out of all that.

One of the hardest things 
the founding fathers had to 
do w as explain the 
American Revolution. The 
answer they finally cane 
up with was the only one 
that works, even today. 
They were fighting for 
liberty. 
Two hundred years ago 
today — a year to advance 
of the Declaration of 
Independence 
the Con­ 
tinental Congress issued a 
declaration explaining why 
they were doing such an 
outrageous thing as rebell- 
ing 
a g a in s t 
fellow 
Englishmen and the 
mightiest empire on earth. 
“We have counted the 
cost of this contest and find 
nothing so dreadful as 
voluntary slavery," wrote 
Thomas Jefferson, the 
liberal intellectual leader 
of the Congress, and John 
Dickinson, the brilliant 
conservative. 
"Honor, justice and 
humanity forbid us tamely 
to surrender that freedom 
which we received from 
our gallant ancestors, and 
which our innocent 
posterity have a rigid to re­ 
ceive from us,’* Congress 
said in the Declaration of 
the Causes and Necessities 
for Taking Up Arma, 
adopted on July 6,1775. 
‘ We cannot endure the 
infamy and guilt of resign­ 
ing succeeding generations 
to that wretchedness which 


swim, in a bountiful but 
dangerous wilderness. 
It made them self- 
reliant, suspicious, and ex­ 
cruciatingly independent. 
Nobody pushed Americans 
around without a fight. In 
1775 the British pushed and 
got a fight. 
And America was the 
land of economic oppor­ 
tunity for all its people. 
The turning point in the 
developing struggle was a 
long war between the em­ 
pires of Britain and 
It ended in 1763 
left the British su- 
over most of the 
American continent. 
Several tilings happened 
because ef this war that 
started the American 
colonies toward separa­ 
tion. The first was their 
own perfidy. 
Some Americans built 
fortunes supplying both ar­ 
mies at the same time. 
This prompted an indig­ 
nant Britigh government to 
tighten long dormant trade 
restraints. 
Aad when the fighting 
was over, it was a whole 
new world! For the first 
time since the first 
Englishman tended, there 
was no French threat, no 
Spanish threat, no Indians 
stirred up by European

virgin 
the Appalachians 
to this genera­ 
si Americans like 
inai wreicneaness wmcn 
California gold did to an- 
inevitobly awaits them, if

But what does it all 
mean? On the surface this 
overblown rhetoric is ab­ 
surd.

bayonet was held at every 
American throat. 
The simple truth is that 
the Americans who formed 
our nation took their liber­ 
ties that seriously 
A 
threat to their dreams was 
as oi tensive as a thrust at 
their persons. 
Two great forces drove 
(tie American to revolution 
long before taxes and tea 
became an issue. Tha first 
was the kind of life they 
found in the new world 
From the first English 
settlers at Jamestown and 
Plymouth to the embattled 
farmers at Concord bridge. 


economy entering the in­ 
dustrial age threw up 
blockades 
First the British, seeking 
to avoid Indian trouble aad 
to simplify administration, 
drew a line down the Ap­ 
palachian ridge and told 
the colonists not to step 
across it. 
The order ran counter to 
the colonists ’ desire for 
physical freedom It also 
put restraints on the 
economic prospect« of 
Americans, from the big­ 
gest land speculator to the 
smallest sod bus ter looking 
for a better farm.

They were the first POWs 
Considered traitors to the crown 


By DON McLEOD 
Associated Press Writer 
The greatest heroes of 
the American Revolution 
may have been the thou­ 
sands who suffered and 
died in British prisons 
rather than renounce their 
country. 
The worst horrors of 
the war were endured by 
these soldiers, sailors and 
civilians. They were con­ 
sidered traitors by their 
British captors ami worthy 
of no mercy. 
An American sailor 
transferred from one hel­ 
lish prison ship to another 
recalled years later pass­ 
ing an air vent on the in­ 
famous ship "Jersey.” 
"From this aperture pro­ 
ceeded a strong current of 


foul vapor, of a kind to 
which 1 had been ac­ 
customed white confined 
on the “Good Hope;’’ the 
peculiarly disgusting smell 
of which I then recollected, 
after a lapse of three 
years,” Thoms Dring said. 
"This was, however, far 
more foul and loathsome 
than anything which I had 
ever met on board that 
ship; and it produced a sen­ 
sation of nausea far beyond 
my powers of descrip­ 
tion.” 
"The air was so foul at 
tim es,'* said another 
prisoner, "that a lamp 
could not be kept burning, 
by reason of which three 
boys were not missed until 
they had been dead ten 
days.” 


Hundreds of men cram­ 
med below decks spent 
years "some searing and 
blaspheming, some crying, 
praying and wringing their 
hands, and stalking about 
lik e g h o sts and a p ­ 
paritions ; other delirious 
... raving and storming; 
some groaning and dying 
— all panting ior breath; 
some dead and corrup- 
ting.” 
As England refused 
pleas for more humane 
treatm ent, Americans 
began to retaliate with 
harsh measures for British 
captives. 
Two hundred years ago 
today a neglected British 
prisoner in Albany, N.Y., 
implored die local commit­ 
tee for mercy. 


“ We are h ere as 
prisoners, and get nothing 
to support us,’ he wrote. 
"We have fasted for some 
days, and therefore hope 
that you wffl take it into 
consideration and get us 
some supply . ” 
The next day George 
Washington was threaten­ 
ing rep risa ls unless 
Americans got better 
treatm ent from their 
English captors. 
"1 shall regulate all my 
conduct towards those 
gentlemen who are or may 
be in our possession, exact­ 
ly by the rule you shall 
observe towards those of 
ours now in your custody.” 
Washington wrote Gen. 
Thomas Gage. 
The British commander

retorted that it was the 
Americans who were mis­ 
treating prisoners, forcing 
them to labor "like Negro 
slaves to gain their daily 
sustenance.” Americans in 
his custody. Gage insisted, 
were treated with "care 
and kindness.” 
But John Leach, a Bosto­ 
nian suspected of “being a 
spy and taking plans,’ was 
at that moment in one of 
G age’s p riso n s, and 
Leach’s prison journal is a 
litany of suffering: 
"Monday July 17th, my 
son Tileston died, whom I 
left well in my house; I 
was not permitted to at­ 
tend the funeral ... 
"August 11. Close con­ 
fined; the Provost would 
not suffer the doors to be 
opened to put our victuals 
in, but made us take it 
through the bars. To day 
Amos Fish died. 
"Tuesday, 15th. Close 
confined, the weather hot. 
Died, Capt. Walker ... 
"Saturday, 19th. The 
poor sick and wounded 
prisoners fare very hard, 
and are many days without 
the comforts of life. Some 
of the limbs which have 
been taken oil, it was said, 
were in a state of purifi­ 
cation; not one survived 
amputation. 
"Wednesday, 23rd. In the 
afternoon Sergeant Neal 
and Corporal Royal were 
confined prisoners by the 
Provost for giving us air 
and fresh water in his 
absence. They told him we 
were almost suffocated 
with heat; he replied, 
"God damn them, if they 
are dead and rotten, my 


orders to you is to keep 
them close.” 
The British did not 
recognize Americans as 
prisoners of war. They 
were considered trea­ 
sonous criminals deserving 
punishment — not unlike 
the tre a tm e n t other 
Americans received in 
Hanoi two centuries later. 
Until 
they 
began 
reacting to English abuses, 
Americans respected the 
traditional rules of war for 
British regulars but re­ 
garded American tories as 
traitors. The tories, in 
turn, cried for rebel blood. 
Compounding 
the 
problem was the sudden­ 
ness with which large 
numbers of POWs were 
cast upon captors unable to 
care for them even if they 
had been willing. 
Some 4,000 Americans 
were captured in the 
fighting around New York 
City in 1776. Americans 
took some 1.000 Hessians 
at Trenton the same year. 
About 5,000 British, 
Germans and Canadians 
were snared at Saratoga in 
1777. The Americans lost 
5,000 at Charleston in 1780, 
and captured 8,000 British 
at Yorktown a year later. 
Because of mutual dis­ 
trust, prisoner exchanges 
were few. Officers were 
paroled but the terms of 
release were blatantly 
violated, limiting even this 
nicety of gentlemen's war. 
Those unfortnate enough 
to remain prisoners faced 
starvation rations, lack of 
clothing in the winter, near

MOORE’S CREEK, N.C. 
(AP) — For a Vietnam 
combat veteran and 
amateur outdoors man. the 
assignment sounded like a 
piece of bicentennial birth­ 
day cake;

Despite my own modern- 
day experience, 1 was a 
flop, an historical "Sad 
Sack” with a grudging 
respect for the physical 
hardships endured by those 
who fought the nation s 
first war. 
The place The National

Revolutionary War battle 
sometimes called the Lex­ 
ington of the South 


be Revolutionary War 
recruits and their half- 
dozen instructors in a 
training program run by 
the National Park Service, 
which wants Its 18th 
Century-era parks to look 
authentic. 
My first assignment 
came from Bill Kay, nor­ 
mally a park service 
historian in Atlanta, the 
camp’s first sergeant. 
You are. he said, to help 
dig the latrines, one for 
men and another for the 
three women in the camp, 
with enough distance and 
foliage between them to 
assure discretion. So much 
for the power of the press, 
pre-or post-Revolutionary 
The park's soft sandy 
soil made the digging easy, 
but the tree branch which 
jabbed my eye was upon 
me before I could grab it, 
resulting in an injury 
tender tor weeks. Anything 
(ur reukam. 


The latrine went largely 
unused; th ere were 
modern facilities available 
after a long walk to park 
headquarters. 
Sergeant Kay had set out 
the rules of the camp 
before my a rriv al. 
Generally, everything was 
to be done "in the 18th Cen­ 
tury manner, with 20th 
Century conveniences for­ 
bidden. or at least hidden 
from sight.” 
That meant two blankets 
on a mattress of straw in 
place of a sleeping bag, 
hard-to-clean wooden 
plates, sailcloth tents of 
dubious use in case of rain, 
and dripping candies for 
light 
There was. luckily, no 
rain, but sleeping on the 
ground and arising in the 
damp air of spring in North 
Carolina left me with a 
lingering head cold A 
stuffed up head and hack­ 
ing cough drove Me to seek 


the air conditioning and 
soft mattresses erf a motel 
in Wilmington 15 miles 
away. 
"You chickened out,” 
said friends upon my 
return. I remained grateful 
the park service had not 
chosen Valley Forge. 
Learning to drill with 
muskets is a bit like swing­ 
ing a lead-weighted broom. 
The precision movements 
of modern day military 
drill teams would have 
been impossible in the 18th 
century. 
Having fired most of the 
small arms available to the 
U S Army at least «ice, I 
asked what could be dif­ 
ficult about taking aim 
with a musket? 
Plenty It’s a little like 
fixing your bathroom 
plumbing. 
Ideally, one would have 
three arms to shoot the 
thing - one to hold it off 
the ground and the others 


to go through the time- 
consuming and com­ 
plicated process of pouring 
out gunpowder into a firing 
pan, then jamming the 
musket ball and more gun­ 
powder down the barrel. 
Chances are It won t 
shoot after all that and 
when it does, there is little 
chance of hitting anything 
beyond 20 yards 
the kindest word to be 
said of the basic weapon of 
the Revolutionary War is 
that as shoulder arms go. it 
kicks back almost gently 
with no wear and tear on 
the shoulder.

Thomas Stone was 
transferred from a ship to 
the infamous Sugar House 
prison in New York in 1778. 
“We left the floating Hell 
with joy, but alas, our joy 
was of short duration,” 
Stone recalled. “ Not a 
pane of glass, nor even a 
board to a single window in 
the house, and no fire but 
once in three days to cook 
our small allowance or 
provision. Old shoes were 
bought and eaten with as 
much relish as a pig or a 
turkey. 
“ In the spring our mis­ 
ery increased; frozen feet 
began to mortify; by the 
first of April, death took 
from our numbers, and I 
hope from their misery, 
from seven to ten a day; 
and by the first of May out 
of 69 taken with me only 15 
were alive." 
Englishmen and tories 
suffered equal horrors in 
such American prisons as 
those planted in abandoned 
copper mines in Connec­ 
ticut.

,AP) — It was almost a 
joke. 200 years ago. to call 
the ragged collection of 
New England farm ers the 
Continental Army, but it 
was all George Washington 
had. 


On July 3. 1775, the 
Virginia plantation owner 
formally took command of 
13.743 of these woodsy 
rebels. 
Many of them had been 
camped out on the fringe 
of Boston for two months. 
They had come, some sup­ 
plied for an overnight trip, 
to fight British soldiers 
who dared venture into the 
countryside of Lexington 
and Concord in search of 
patriot weapons. 


Washington became the 
new commander in chief of 
the United Colonies, and it 
was his job to mold a 
fighting force that could 
defend the freedom s of 
English settlers still loyal 
to their king but upset with 
the governm ent behind 
him. 


With a few aides and a 
new general. Charles Lee, 
at his side. Washington 
rode into Cambridge on 


Officers distinguished from privates 


July 2 — 18 days after he 
was appointed by the Se­ 
cond Continental Congress 
in Philadelphia. 
The roads were still wet 
from a recent rain that 
quiet Sunday. No one was 
sure when he would arrive, 
so th e re was no w el­ 
c o m i n g 
c e r e m o n y . 
Washington entered the lit­ 
tle college town to find 
soldiers idling around Har­ 
vard Yard. 
It was his first encounter 
with his new army, but 
earlier that day. in Water­ 
town. m em bers of the 
P r o v i n c i a l 
C o n g r e s s 
warned him that he would 
not find "such regularity 
and d iscip lin e" in the 
troops as he might expect. 
Their caution was under­ 
stated 
The soldiers were ill- 
trained and unruly, dirty 
and som etim es drunk, 
dressed in ta tte rs and 
armed with muskets and 
rifles of every age and 
description. 
Except for those who 
fought the Red Coats in the 
Battle of Bunker Hill, most 
were untested in combat. 


But balancing these 
shortcom ings, the men 
were brave and driven by 
the excitement of the new 
freedom movement. 
On t h a t f i r s t day. 
Washington was conducted 
to the home of the presi­ 
dent of Harvard, where he 
and Lee were assigned all 
but one of the rooms. 


F rom the first, the 
wealthy. 6-foot-2 aristocrat 
exhibited the dignity he 
thought an officer needed 
to lead. When a surgeon, 
Jam es Thacher, caught 
sight of him, he wrote in 
his journal: 


“ His Excellency was on 
horseback, in com pany 
with several military 
gentlemen It was not dif­ 
ficult to distinguish him 
from all others. His per­ 
sonal appearance is truly 
noble and maestic, being 
tall and well-proportioned. 
His dress is a blue coat 
with buff-colored facings, 
a rich epaulette on each 
shoulder, buff under dress, 
and 3n elegant small 
sword; a black cockade in 
his hat." 


A l t e r 
s e t t l i n g

Wa sh in g t o n m e t the 
colonial officers, among 
them Artemas Ward, who 
had commanded the army 
since it came together out­ 
side Boston. 
Then, with another of­ 
ficer. Israel Putnam, as a 
guide. Washington went to 
work, even before he of­ 
ficially took command. 
They rode three-quarters 
of 
a 
m i l e 
t h r o u g h 
Cambridge to Prospect 
Hill, a low rise that gave 
the general his first sweep­ 
ing view of the military 
problems ahead of him. 
With a sp yglass, he 
looked eastw ard to the 
ruins of Charlestown, 
where British sentinals 
were still standing guard 
after their bloody en­ 
counter with the patriots at 
Bunker Hill 15 days before. 
A bit to the south was 
Boston, then a bulge of 
land at the tip of a narrow 
peninsula in the harbor. 
The town was the domain 
of British soldiers and 
loyalists, who rarely ven­ 
tured past the shadow of 
their artillery. Further 


away was the village of 
Roxbury and Dorchester 
Neck. 
In a wide semicircle out­ 
side Boston, the patriots 
had dug erthen fortifica­ 
tions, but Washington saw 
that many of them were 
feeble and poorly placed. 
S t r e n g th e n i n g t h e m 
became Washington’s first 
major concern so that he 
could keep the British trap­ 
ped in Boston while he 
trained his men. 
The next morning, July 
3. Washington took com­ 
mand from Ward in a brief 
ceremony, and gave his 
first order. It was a re­ 
quest for his colonels to tell 
him how many men and 
how much ammunition 
they had. 
Then Washington set out 
on another inspection tour, 
this time of the troops and 
f or t i f i ca t i on s on 
the 
southern edge of Boston. 
Slowly, over the next 
months. Washington pulled 
his forces into something 
resembling an army. 
One of greatest worries 
was the lack of distinction 
between the soldiers and 


their officers. Washingtt 
had been horrified to lear 
that many of the officer 
were elected by their unit 
and officers and enlist 
men thought of themseh 
as equals. 
One reason was a shor 
t a g e 
of 
un i f or msl 
Everyone looked alike. S 
Washington issued color« 
ribbons that distinguish« 
the generals from thj 
privates. 
Drunkenness became 
crim e, and cleanliness wai 
promoted, but only to 
point. In an order on Auf 
22. Washington said: 
“ The general does 
mean to discourage t! 
practice of bathing whils| 
th e w ea th e r is wan 
enough to continue it, bu| 
he expressly forbids anj 
persons doing it near th3 
bridge in Cambridge] 
where it has been obserw 
and complained of thaj 
many men, lost to all sens 
of decency and common 
m odesty, a re runninf 
naked upon the bridge] 
whilst passengers and ever 
ladies of the first fashion in 
the neighborhood are pass] 
ing over it, as if the; 
meant to glory in their 
sham e.”

W RO XT O N , England 
(A ) — An American group 
marking the 200th anniver­ 
sary of the American vic­ 
tory in the Revolution 
against England was told 
by an Englishman that the 
Yanks didn't win after all. 


“ My own explanation for 
1776 is quite simply that 
Britain lost,” said Prof. 
Esmond Wright of London 
University's American In­ 
stitute. speaking from the 
Loyalist point of view. 
“ Victory is sometimes 
due to the folly of the 
losers and liltle more,’' he 
said This was one of those 
times, he added, and he 
d iscou n ted 
the 
revolutionaries' efforts 
toward the outcome of the 
war. 
Wright, who was a Con­ 
servative member of 
Parliament from 1967 to 
1970 and a Commonwealth 
fellow at the University of 
Virginia, spoke at an an­ 
niversary symposium on 
the Revolution sponsored 
by Fairleigh Dickinson 
University of Rutherford, 
N.J. 
The university has a 
campus here at Wroxton 
College, the former home 
of Lord North, Britain's 
prime minister during the 
Revolution. 


Wright said the British 
could have won the war if 
it had been pursued more 
a m b itio u sly by King 
(ieorge III and Lord North 
and their generals. He said 
he does not accept the in­ 
evitability of American 
independence. 
History naturally sides 
with winners. Wright said, 
and neglected in this case 
the American Loyalists 
whom he said had the mis- 
fortune of “ guessing 
wrong.”

That July 4th in 1775 was 
still one long year before 
the colonists, finally fed 
up. adopted their Declara­ 
tion of independence. 
It was a time of intense 
emotional travail for the 
people of the American 
colonies They were still 
P 
English. members of the 
•■greatest empire on earth, 
yet fighting with their 


parent country over 
money, pride and freedom. 
They wanted liberty of a 
sort. But they hadn’t yet 
decided how much they 
needed, and how they 
should seek it. 
Over the next year, there 
were insults from London, 
a victory in Boston and a 
defeat in Quebec, as well 
as many minor skirmishes 
up and down the Atlantic 
Coast. 
Together, they capped a 
series of annoyances that 
had been building for 15 
years. And they were tran­ 
sforming 
comfortable 
B ritish subjects into 
revolutionaries. 
In Virginia, for instance, 
colonial gentlemen had 
met in Richmond on March 
23 
to d iscu ss th e ir 
problems. During an argu­ 
ment about whether the 
colony should raise a 
militia.

When government, like 
other old world creations, 
came to America, it took 
root in new soil and Moo- 
somed as something dif­ 
ferent and distinctly 
American. 
While Europe debated 
abstractly whether govern­ 
ment was a state of nature 
or a contract among men, 
Americans were learning 
the necessity of creating 
t heir own governing 
organizations by mutual 
consent. 
Wherever frontiersmen 
pushed beyond the reach of 
civilization, they banded 
t o g e t h e r for m u t u al 
defense and order, from 
the Mayflower Compact to 
Daniel Boone’s T ran­ 
sylvania. 
Government was never a 
theory to them. It was real 
and immediate And most 
of them took part. It was 
friends and neighbors 
banding to g eth er for 
mutual security. 
They knew from prac­ 
tice. not history, what 
government was for, what 
it should do - and what it 
shouldn't, 
v 
It began 395 years ago 
this week when the first 
legislative assembly in 
America gathered in 
Jamestown, Va. 
In thoae days Virginia 
was the private domain of 
a c o mp an y b as e d in 
London and holding ab­ 
solute power over the col­ 
ony under a charter from 
the crown. 
The London Company 
had looked upon Virginia 
and its settlers as so muck 
property, but it soon 


learned that if the sprawl­ 
ing colony were to succeed 
as a British outpost in 
America or as a business 
venture, Virginia« must 
have a voice in their 
destiny. 
When 
Sir 
G e o r g e 
Y e ar di ey a r r i v e d at 
Jamestown early in MR9 to 
become governor of the 13- 
year-old colony, he an­ 
nounced an end to a reign 
of harsh martial law. 
In one of the hry declara­ 
tions of American history, 
Yeardley told Virginians 
“that those cruefi lawes, 
by which we had so lange 
been governed, were now 
abrogated, and that we're 
to be governed by those 
free lawes, which his ma­ 
jesties subjects live under 
in Englande.” 
English common law 
was thus extended to 
America. Americans could 
c l a i m t he r i g h t s of 
Englishmen. In 1775 they 
went to war rather than 
give them up. 
Virginians also were to 
have a voice in making 
laws addressed to local 
n ee d s. On J u n e 25, 
Yeardley called for elec­ 
tion of two burgesses from 
each settlement in the 
colony 
On July 30, the 22 burges­ 
s e s , n a m e d for the 
boroughs they represented, 
convened along with the 
governor and his council of 
six appointed by the Lon­ 
don Company. They all met 
together in a “ General 
Assembly,” the term still 
used today. 
The Assembly operated 
with a combination of ex- 
pediencey and English 
tradition and the outcome 


was new American tradi­ 
tions First they elected a 
speaker, the prototype of 
the official who presides 
today over the U.S. 
Congress. 
Following the practice of 
Parliament, the Assembly 
considered the credentials 
of its members, seated two 
tinder c ha ll en ge and 
refused seats to two 
others. To this day the Vir­ 
ginia General Assembly 
and the U.S. Congress re­ 
tain the same practice 
Then Speaker John Pory 
read the new G reater 


C harter of Privileges. 
Orders and Laws which 
Yeardley had brought from 
the home office. This was 
the first seed of America s 
passion tor written con­ 
stitutions. 
Virginia had always had 
a charter, but this was the 
first time it was presented 
as the basic framework of 
government tor a people 
desperately » need ef 
reasonable government 
and reliable institutions 
The colonial charters

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La Verne created in fight with railroad 


By Evelyn Hollinger 
La Verne is one of those 
boom towns which ap­ 
peared along side the new­ 
ly laid lines for the Santa 
Fe Railway from San Ber­ 
nardino to Pasadena In 
1887. By April, station 
stops were being e s­ 
tablished at 28 “towns”, 
newly created by land 
promoters, even before the 
trains came through. 
This does not mean to 
say that there was no one 
living on the land which 
became the site for vil­ 
lage of Lordsburg (La 
Verne) prior to 1887. There 
were a few families, some 
relatives of the Spanish 
grantees, Palomares, Ve- 
jars and Carrions, a Col. 
George Heath, the Sotos 
and some families around 
the fringes especailly near 
the foothills. These latter 
families were ranchers 
and not much concerned 
with the development of 
Lordsburg. They con­ 
sidered that they lived in 
La Verne Heights, a name 
taken from the Bixby 
Ranch name, "La Verne”.

paper which they loved to 
cite any time their rights 
were abridged. In 1775 they 
were still waving their 
ch a rters a t proof of 
parliamentary intruoioa. 
All but four of the 
American 
c o l o n i e s 
originated under charters 
issued by die king. The 
others drew up basic sets 
of rules as a framework of 
government. 
When 
independence 
came, it was a natural step 
from colonial charter to 
state constitution. And 
having had their rights 
once endangered, it was 
natural for Americans to 
insist on having them in 
writing for the future. 
Within SO years of that 
f ir s t s e t t l e m e n t at 
Jamestown, some form of 
representative 
govern­ 
ment had spread to most of 
British America. And with 
the passing of stockholder 
and proprietor ownership 
of the colonies, English In­ 
terest in American inter­ 
nal affairs dlmhdahed to 
the point of almost com­ 
plete home rule. 
It was British attempts 
ui the llth century to once 
again become involved la 
American internal affairs 
- especially the effort to 
tax the colonists without 
the consent of their elected 
assemblies — that ul­ 
timately stirred Aaaarica 
to war and independence. 


Their problems were with 
the droughts, floods and 
windstorms. 
Not to be forgotten are 
the Indians who lived prin­ 
cipally along the water 
courses and around the 
marshy area which ex­ 
tended around the foot of 
Mt. Pomona and covered 
the space now blacktopped 
for parking at the Los- 


Angeles County F air­ 
grounds. According to 
the journals of Juan 
Bautista de Anza who 
traveled through here 100 
years ago with an overland 
party from Mexico, the In­ 
dians were a friendly lot 
and lived simply in brush 
shelters, eating whatever 
cam e to hand. After 
decimating 
experiences 


with the white man s dis­ 
eases of small pox and 
other contagious diseases, 
there didn't seem to be 
many left by the time set­ 
tlements were begun along 
the Santa Fe Railway in 
1887 
La Verne was begun by a 
man by the name of I. W. 
Lord. And he named the 
town after himself, Lord­ 


sburg, a name which gave 
such embarrassment to the 
residents of the town that 
they changed it to La 
Verne within months after 
he died In 1917. 
I. W. Lord did not choose 
the site for his town by 
chance. His primary hope 
was to build a town adja­ 
cent to Pomona which 
would be bigger and 


grander in every way. Of 
course, at that time 
Pomona was a small strug­ 
gling village itself, only 11 
years old. Anything looked 
possible in the boom year 
of 1887. 
Actually 1. W. Lord 
chose the site for his town 
a short three miles from 
Pomona because he was in-

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San Dimas: happy hunting

As a nation was forming 
on A m erica’s eastern 
stores, only native Indians 
and wildlife inhabited a 
spring and marsh land in a 
valley at the foot of the 
Sierra Madre Mountains. 
Decreed a part of .the Mex­ 
ican Dominion by the King 
of Spain, the California 
land was a happy hunting 
ground in its natural state. 
In the year 1774 and 
a g a in in 1776, Ju a n 
Bautista de Anza, the trail 
blazer and colonizer of San 
Francisco, traveling from 
Sonora, Mexico, rested his 
companies at the spring 
before continuing to the 
Mission of San Gabriel. 
This mud spring, or la 
cienaga, was the overnight 
resting place of the ex­ 
plorer, Jedediah Strong 
Smith 
in 1826. Smith is 
noted for his explorations 
from the F ast into the 
California territory. 
The marsh land and spr­ 
ing lay within the territory 
given to two Spanish 
military officers in 1837 as 
rewards for their services 
to the Mexican Govern­ 
ment. This grant was two 
squ are leag u es — the 
Ranch San Jose. Divided 
equally, San Jose de Alojo 
(lower San Jo se ) was 
claimed by Ricardo Vejar 
while San Jose (upper por­ 
tion) was taken by Ygnacio 
Palomares. Thus the mud 
springs came within the 
Don Palomares' estate. 
Gold was discovered in 
California and settlers 
rushed to the West in 1849. 
In 1850, California was ad­ 
mitted to the Union. The 
dons began to sell parcels 
of their lands. 
In 1863, Mud Springs’ 
first white American set­ 
tler built a house and cor­ 
rals and started a rest and 
stage station. Dennis S. 
Clancy found that his title 
to the land was not valid 
and was forced to give it up 
in 1870 
The drought of 1869 
forced the land dons to sell 
more of their land. The old 


estates started to melt 
away and new settlers 
came. A handful of settlers 
built a one room school in 
the Mud Springs area in 
1875. 
T h e n e x t 10 y e a r s 
brought a land boom. The 
town of Mud Springs was 
laid out and renamed San 
Dimas after Dismas, the 
repentant thief of the 
cross. The land don had 
used the name at one time 
in association with some 
cattle or horse thieves 
hiding in the San Dimas ca­ 
nyons. 
The Santa Fe Railroad’s 
main line was installed in 
1887 bringing an influx of 
easterners. The Southern 
Pacific line came through 
in 1895 providing an outlet 
for citrus and other farm 
produce. 
Access to water became 
the key to success. Early 
settlers had hauled water 
from Mud Spri ngs in 
wooden barrels and stored 
it in reservoirs. In 1889 the 
land company put 17 wells 
along the margin of the 
cienaga. They sold twice as 
much land as could be 
w atered. Tunnels were 
then driven in to top the 
wells. The strife over 
water rights led to the 
years of the bloodless "San 
Dimas Water War.” The 
answer had to be water 
conservation and storage. 
A way of replacing the un­ 
derground water supply 
had to be found. 
Through the years of 
legal battles over water, 
the citizens worked with 
diligence and persistence. 
The fruit exchange and 
growers associations were 
formed in order to share 
common problems. The 
packing house was built 
and the citrus industry 
grew. When nature failed 
to 
p r o v i d e 
n a t u r a l 
resources, men sought 
answers in engineering to 
control nature's provi­ 
sions. 
A dam was constructed 
in San Dimas Canyon in 
1922 as part of the flood 


control project. The dam 
a cted as a r e gu l a t o r 
holding water until it could 
be released safely to the 
diversion channel leading 
to Puddingstone R eser­ 
voir. The channel was com­ 
pleted in 1928. Water was 
finally assured and the 
town grew. 
The community of San 
Dimas was described by 
the Chamber of Commerce 
in 1929 as "charm ingly 
situated in the heart of a 


beautiful orange and lemon 
district — only 27 miles 
from Los Angeles via 
electric cars or auto — at 
the foot of the snowcapped 
Sierra Madres. San Dimas, 
close to mountain resorts 
and beaches with splendid 
schools, is within a few 
miles of several colleges." 
The "splendid schools" 
then referred to were one 
elementary school and a 
high school shared with the 
community of La Verne. 


In August of 1980 follow­ 
ing a citizens’ vote, San 
Dimas became the 70tll 
city to incorporate In Los 
Angeles County. The pop­ 
ulation numbered about 
7,000. 
This month, the city of 
San Dimas celebrated its 
15th birthday. Its citizens 
now number over 17,000. 
It’s boundary lines have 
been clearly defined and 
it’s schools number seven 
of the 12 public schools 


within the Bonita Unified 
School District. 
B u t S an D i m a s is 
creating a new Image. It is 
the home of Puddingstone 
Lake where Los Angeles 
County has built BonelU 
Park, a sprawling recrea­ 
tion facility. The city has 
adopted a western theme 
and has dressed itself in 
western motif with wooden 
sidewalks, split rail fenc­ 
ing and w estern store 
fronts.

censed with the Southern. 
Pacific Railway, which, 
w as th e b o o ste r of 
Pomona. His anger had 
been smoldering for all the 
11 years of the existence of 
the Southern P acific 
Railway’s tie-up to Los 
Angeles from the east. It 
had been kindled while he 
was the secretary of the 
Board of Trade in Los An­ 
geles. He had been the 
spokesman for business 
and tradesmen in Los An­ 
geles in their protest over 
the exorbitant freight and 
passenger rates. 
X t~ one c e le b ra te d 
meeting, to which the 
business men called 
Charles Crocker of the 
Southern Pacific Railway, 
Lord and Crocker got into a 
violent argum ent and 
. Crocker made it evident 
that his railway company 
would make no conces­ 
sions, and in fact, cared lit­ 
tle for the fate of Los 
Angeles. 
Moving to San Bernar­ 
dino in 1887 and retiring 
from active business in Los 
A ngeles, Lord found 
himself even more depen­ 
dent on the Southern 
Pacific and even had to 
take a stage to reach 
Colton to get on the train. 
It is reported that he 
bent his energies toward 
encouraging the Atcheson 
and Topeka and Santa Fe 
R ailw ay Co. in its 
westward movement and 
especially toward per­ 
suading its owners to push 
on into Los Angeles 
Towards that end he 
began to visit land owners 
between San Bernardino 
and Los Angeles, asking 
them to encourage a.newly 
formed Los Angeles to San 
Bernardino railway to 
0 break the monopoly of the 
Southern Pacific. And he 
h im self bought con­ 
siderable land in the pre­ 
sent l^a Verne area and 
deeded a right of way to 
the railway. 
Others who did the same 
were Col. George Heath 
and J. W. Sallee. This was 
in January 1887. The Santa 
Fe extended its lines 
across Cajon Pass and 
joined with the lines 
prepared by Lord’s group 


and the first train reached 
Los Angeles over this route 
on June 1, 1887. 
Immediately the freight 
and passenger rates on 
both lines dropped in a 
series of cascades. The 
competition became so in­ 
tense that for a short time 
a person could come to Los 
Angeles from St. Louis, 
Mo., for one dollar. Un­ 
doubtedly, I. W. Lord and 
his friends were delighted. 
A flood of people began to 
pour into California from 
the East and Midwest. 


In anticipation of the 
passage of the trains 
through his town, I. W 
Lord held a highly adver­ 
tised land auction at the 
site on May 25. 1887. It is 
reported that some 2.500 
persons came and bought 
over $200.000 worth of lots. 
With such a clear sign of 
success. Lord and his as­ 
sociates, backed by the 
Santa Fe began to build a 
three-story hotel which 
was varyingly reported to 
have from 70 to 130 rooms, 
and at a cost of at least 
$70,000. Others began 
grocery stores, a post of­ 
fice, a newspaper, and 
telephone service was 
begun, and water lines 
laid. 
By the time the ham­ 
mers had been stilled on 
the new hotel and the busy 
builders began to look for 
customers the cold reality 
became known. Most of the 
lots sold on that historic 
day in May had been 
p u rch a se d 
by 
land 
speculators. 
Very few homes had 
been built and to the con­ 
sternation of I. W. Lord 
and the Santa Fe they 
realized that they had not 
had even one paying guest 
in their hotel. The buying 
fever was over. It was 1888 
and the ’'boom " had 
become a “bust.” 
It has been said that 
Lord. not a young man 
anymore, could not quite 
realized what had hap­ 
pened. The Santa Fe, in an 
effort to recoup some of its 
loss, employed another 
man. already a railway 
land promoter, by the 
name of George Me- 
Dona ugh. to help Lord. 


McDonaugh found help 
for the struggling settle­ 
ment. He appealed to a 
Church of the Brethren 
minister, Matthew Mays 
Eshelman, who had been 
involved in the establish­ 
ment of a college in 
McPherson, Kan., with 
Church of the Brethren 
members as backers. Mc­ 
Donaugh apparently knew 
that the Brethren were in­ 
terested in establishing 
schools for their young 
people. And he thought to

way to Philadelphia, arriv­ 
ing there in July 1970.

Plans for the dinner are 
being developed by Irma 
Sink and Betty Jo Flora. 


Eshelman did come to 
Lordsburg. He was con­ 
vinced that it would be a 
good site for both a college 
and a Brethren colony. 
Members of the Church of 
the Brethren had moved 
West with the westward 
movement from Penn­ 
sylvania and Virginia 
where hey had settled in 
colonies upon arriving 
from Germany prior to the 
Revolutionary War. They 
continued to like to settle 
together in colonies, giving 


support to each other for 
both physical and spiritual 
needs. 


After seeking the advice 
and support of several 
other Brethren men. they 
and Eshelman offered the 
Santa Fe and the Lord in­ 
terests $15,000 for the so 
far unused hotel and in ad­ 
dition to 100 city lots. It has 
been said that they were 
surprised when their offer 
was accepted. 


Eshelman then launched 
a cam paign to bring 
members of the Church of 
the Brethren to Lordsburg. 


He began to publish a 
weekly news sheet, the 
Southern Californian, and 
sent it throughout the 
membership to the Church 
of the Brethren. 
By the fall of 1880, only a 
few months really after he 
had begun his efforts there 
was a nucleus for the for­ 
mation of a congregation 
Another device employed 
by the Santa Fe and 
Eshelman was to send a 
full carload of fruits and 
vegetables grown in 
California to be on display 
at the annual conference of 
the Church erf the Brethren 
in Warrensburg, Mo.

In the frenetic entertainment industry, just keeping up with 
the pace can be a problem. Actors and actresses take up 
yoga, meditation, bicycling, diets of all sorts . .. take up any­ 
thing that will keep them in shape and just keep them moving. 


Robert Blake, Emmy-winning star of ABC’s Baretta series 
(Wednesdays, 10:00-11:00PM), finds that hanging upside 
down helps him. Several years ago, Blake wanted exercises 
to curb his backaches. He went to Vince Gironda, who has 
owned Vince’s Gym on Ventura Boulevard near Blake’s Studio 
City, Calif., home for 29 years. Vince, to whom patients need­ 
ing exercises closely tied in with physiotherapy are often 
referred, gave Blake a personalized program, watched the 
effects closely, and altered the routine where needed so that 
the backaches become almost non existent. 


As a side effect, Blake developed a chest and arms which 
lady fan letter writers are fond of mentioning. He has worked 
up to benchpressing more than 200 pounds of weights and 
doing some of the exercises hanging upside down from a bar. 
The actor finds the exercises done upside down have a two fold 
benefit; increasing the flow of blood to the head and chang­ 
ing circulation as well as almost doubling the effects of the 
exercises on the muscles. “ They also keep me less tense, 
less irritable, and able to sleep, work and operate better,’’

Bobby Van, versatile performer of television, stage and motion pictures, 
is host of A B C ’s new game show, Sfeowoffs. 


If being happy were illegal, Bobby Van would be arrested. Van’s 
euphoria these days is paradoxical, as he is convinced that hosting 
the ABC free-wheeling new game show, Showoffs, which airs 
Monday-Friday at 11AM, could well be the most hectic struggle 
in the entertainment arena. He can say so with some authority. As 
musician, singer, actor and dancer, he has achieved success in 
theatre (Tony Award nomination for his performance in “No, No, 
Nanette”), nightclubs. Las Vegas showplaces. motion pictures and 
television. 
"I could tell you the work is difficult,” he says, “but why bother 
with understatement. Let’s just say it stops just about an inch short 
of impossible.” He explains. “Nobody sits down on this show, not 
for a second. Showoffs is a game of body language, with wildly 
expressive people, both the celebrities and contestants, acting out 
clues to words and phrases. If we had a chandelier, they’d be swing­ 
ing from it. You don’t know what’s going to happen, except that 
it will be unexpected. 
“My job is to set the pace, the mood, run the show. My mind is 
going 90 miles a minute, in 700 areas. And from behind the cameras 
I’m getting orders from everybody. So many computers, clocks, 
people waving, brandishing signs. Speed it up, stretch it out, com­ 
mercial coming up. And I’m taking orders from myself— keep the 
score, announce the score, jolly the contestants. And remember— 
you’re having fun!” Van grinned. “And the improbable fact is, I am. 
A couple of times, a floor manager has said during a break, ‘Hey, 
didn’t you see me waving at you?’ I hadn’t. I was having too good 
a time.” Reflectively, he said, “With the possible exception of bank 
robbery, you can’t have a job with better hours. We tape a week’s 
shows in one day. Occasionally, at home, I’ve headed for the phone 
to call my agent. Then I stop. ‘Why am I looking for work? I am 
working.’ ” 
But additional work has come to Van without his looking for it. 
Since starting Showoffs, he has accepted a guest role in a TV drama 
series, a three-week engagement at H arrah’s Club in Reno, and a 
starring role in a new musical to open at Ix>s Angeles' Music Center. 
The taping schedule for Showoffs is flexible enough to make room 
for these extra added attractions. 
A fringe benefit is that he and his lovely wife, musical comedy 
star Elaine Joyce, are vastly enjoying their Beverly Hills home, with 
pool and garden, after years of hotel rooms and New York apart­ 
ments.

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The Ride Paul Revere 
Never Made- 
And Other Bloopers 
A 
In Our “History

I he world is. 
full of histori­ 
cal bloopers. 
D e s p i t e 
Shakespeare, Caesar 
was not stabbed to 
death in the Roman 
Forum. The Senate 
wasn't even meeting 
there at the time. It 
was meeting at Pom- 
pey’s Theatre, and that’s where Julius 
was walking on that fateful day. And 
that old saw about Nero fiddling while 
Rome burned! The fiddle wasn't in­ 
vented until the middle of the 16th .cen­ 
tury, some 1,600 years after Nero lived. 
Originally, Cinderella’s slippers weren’t 
made of glass, they were fur. The switch 
occurred when a mistake was made in 
the translation from French to English. 
But foreign countries don't have any 
corner on historical goofs. We have 
them right here in our beautiful land, 
and in our Bicentennial year it might be 
well for us to look at a few of those that 
relate to our beginnings and have been 
twisted in the history books. 
The Father of Our Country, good old 
George, didn’t throw a silver dollar 
across the Potomac. For goodness’ sake, 
that’s a rifle shot. Yet I heard a soklier, 
trim and si nee re-looking in his freshly 
pressed khakis, relate that canard to his 
parents with unquestioning belief. They 
were standing in front of Mount Vernon 
as he pointed and said, “He stood right 
here and threw that dollar across that 
river. It sure was a long throw.” 
It sure would have been. 
What George did was throw some­ 
thing, probably a rock, across the Rap 
pahannock,at a point where that stream 
was only middling stride. An endless 
parade of his countrymen, from then 
until now, have done the same thing 
from the banks of countless streams, 
coast to coast. 


Also, the calendar didn’t read Febru­ 
ary 22 on the day George was bom. It 
showed the 11th. That one’s a little 
tricky. When the old-style calendar was 
changed to the new, it caused the alter­ 
ing of the date. 


The Liberty Bell wasn’t cracked while 
ringing the first peal for the Declaration 
of Independence. It was cracked when 
tolling for the death of Justice John 
Marshall more than halt a century later. 


The "shot heard round the world” 
wasn’t fired at Concord; it was fired at

York and Philadelphia. But it was his 
ride on the night of April 18, 1775, that 
history has remembered—and distorted. 
That night, Revere was rowed across the 
Charles River in a small boat with oars 
muffled by what legend says was a 
woman’s petticoat, commandeered from 
a patriotic lass. The boat, moving si­ 
lently, passed virtually under the guns of 
a British man-of-war and landed Revere 
at Charlestown. From there he set mit 
for Lexington on a borrowed horse. A 
short time earlier another messenger, 
William Dawes, carrying the same warn-

Lexington. We can blame Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, who switched locales in his 
poem and caused most of us to grow up 
learning the shot was fired where it 
wasn’t 
________ 


And there is absolutely no evidence 
that Betsy Ross, that nice old lady, sat 
down and turned out the first flag, as 
myriad illustrations would have us 
believe. 


Paul Revere’s ride! Paul Revere didn’t 
even finish that ride; another man did. 
But as Walter Winchell wrote, he didn’t 
have Henry Wadsworth Longfellow for 
a press agent. I wonder if Longfellow 
had any idea what he was foisting on the 
nation when he penned that poem. I’d 
like to dwell on this historical side street 
for a little. 
The fact is, Paul was an adept horse­ 
man and the midnight ride was not the 
first of his equestrian ventures. For ex­ 
ample, he had once carried news of the 
Boston Tea Party from Boston to New 


ing that the British were coming, had 
left from Boston 'Neck, taking an alter­ 
nate but slightly longer route. Both ar­ 
rived safely at the house in Lexington 
where John Hancock and Samuel 
Adams were staying. 
This, not Concord, was their goal. 
Hancock and Adams were wanted by 
the British. The riders, besides sounding 
the alarm along the way, had been or­ 
dered to warn Hancock and Adams that 
the enemy was coming so they could es­ 
cape. This done, Revere and Dawes had 
completed their mission. Going on to 
Concord was their own idea, prompted 
by their concern for stores and ammuni­ 
tion held there by the Patriots. 
They had not been long on the Con­ 
cord road when they encountered Dr. 
Samuel Prescott, a young physician who 
had been visiting his fiancé in Lexington. 
Hearing of their mission, he joined them 
and the newly formed trio sped on. His 
addition was more important than any 
of them could foresee. He was the only 


one to finish the ride! 
About halfway to Concord, Prescott 
and Dawes stopped to alert another 
farm family, while Revere rode on 
ahead. Almost at once he saw the British 
and called to the other two. Dawes im­ 
mediately broke for a nearby woods and 
attempted a ruse. As a pair of British 
soldiers chased him, he shouted, “Hello, 
boys, I’ve got two of them!” He was 
hoping to make the British think they’d 
fallen into a trap. And indeed his pur­ 
suers did pull up; it looked as though 
Dawes had a good chance of making it. 
He blew it. He fell off his horse! Luckily, 
he managed to escape into the woods, 
but he was left in no position to com­ 
plete the journey. 
When Revere cried his first warning, 
Prescott rode to join him. U nhappily, 
both were forced by the British into a 
rock-fenced pasture. Prescott, familiar 
with the area, jumped his horse over a 
low wall and made a getaway. He car­ 
ried the word to Concord and the Pa­ 
triots’ stores were saved. 
Revere, riding for the woods, ran into 
a second British contingent and was cap­ 
tured. As far as his ride was concerned, 
that was that. And yet that old faker 
Longfellow wrote: “It was two by the 
village dock/When he came to the 
Bridge in Concord town.” 
At two by the dock, Paul Revere was 
in British hands. 
Tricky chaps, those rhymers like 
Longfellow and Emerson. They avoided 
accuracy as casually as a White House 
spokesman. But they did give us gallant 
phrases and thrilling words. Maybe only 
a churl would quibble about

Many decorative plants are 
poisonous if eaten in suf­ 
ficient amounts—and some 
even in small amounts. 
Plants like the azalea or 
other rhododendrons, laurel 
and mistletoe can be poi­ 
sonous when eaten—espe­ 
cially by children. A plant 
with a similar potential for 
harm is the foxglove, which is 
known as digitalis in medi­ 
cine. Acorns and oak leaves 
were eaten by the priestesses 
who attended the sacred 
oracles of ancient Greece— 
and they literally blew their 
minds. Their prophecies and 
advice were given while they 
were hallucinating from the 
oak leaves and acorns. Other 
toxic plants are lily of the 
valley, iris and larkspur; also 
the beautiful Christmas rose, 
which is also known as black 
hellebore, a dangerous poi­ 
son. House plants can be 
dangerously poisonous, too- 
especially those that grow 
from bulbs, such as hyacinth, 
narciaaus and daffodil. And 
poisoning has also occurred 
from a decorative bean 
called the Jequhrlty bean, 
which is made into bracelets 
and necklaces. Tourists to 
Latin America or the Car­ 
ibbean often bring such dec­ 
orative items home. Illness 
and death have occurred 
from eating them. If you have 
a child in your house who 
has a habit of putting things 
in his or her mouth, it might 
be a good idea to check out 
those beautiful plants you’re 
so fond of. They could be 
your child’s potential enemy.
